Senator 
Vance nominated Senator Mark Blasdel of Senate District 4 for the office of President of the 
Senate for the 67th Legislature, and moved that the election carry with it the name of Senator

of the Senate by acclamation. Motion carried.

Dear President Blasdel and Speaker Galt: 


As required by Montana Code Annotated § 3-1-1126, the Montana Judicial Standards Commission 
(Commission) submits this report to the legislature for the preceding biennium covering calendar 
years 2019 and 2020. 


Article VII, Section 11, of the 1972 Montana Constitution directs the legislature to create a five- 
member Judicial Standards Commission to accept and consider complaints against Montana 
judicial officers. The 1973 legislature created the Commission and it is attached to the Montana 
Supreme Court for administrative purposes. Mont. Code Ann. § 3-1-1101 through -1126. The 
work, investigations, and recommendations of the Commission are independent of the Supreme 
Court. With few exceptions, all papers and proceedings before the Commission are confidential 
pursuant to Montana Code Annotated § 3-1-1105. Access to Commission records is limited to the 
Commission and staff. 


The Commission's report to the sixty-sixth legislature (2019 session) showed 4 complaints were 
still pending at the close of 2018. Of those pending complaints, all 4 complaints were dismissed. 
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As shown in the attached spreadsheet, 50 complaints were filed against judicial officers in calendar 
year 2019. After consideration and investigation, 44 of those complaints were dismissed, 3 of 
those complaints resulted in a 30-day suspension without pay to the same judge; 1 resulted in a 
Stipulation for Public Reprimand, 1 resulted in a letter of admonition to the judge, and 1 resulted 
in a judge retiring. There was 1 complaint pending as of December 31, 2019. The pending 
complaint was dismissed in January 2020. 


For calendar year 2020, 42 complaints were filed against judicial officers. After consideration and 
investigation, 36 complaints were dismissed, 1 resulted in a judge retiring, and 1 was a result of 
the same judge retiring in the report of 2019. There were 4 complaints pending as of 
December 31, 2020.

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is a complete bar to any action relating to covid-19. 

(4) This section may not be construed to impose liability on a person for failing to comply with a 
federal or state statute, regulation, order, or public health guidance related to covid-19." 

Insert: "NEW SECTION. Section 7. Limitation on action. A government order, regulation, or 
guidance related to covid-19 may not create and may not be construed to create a new cause 
of action against any person with respect to the matters contained in the government order, 
regulation, or guidance." 

Insert: "NEW SECTION. Section 8. Limitation on requirements. (1) If a federal or state 
statute, regulation, order, or public health guidance related to covid-19 recommends or requires 
the use of a face mask, a person is not required to ensure face masks are being used or a face 
mask is sufficient to stop the spread of covid-19 to meet the standard of care. 

(2) If a federal or state statute, regulation, order, or public health guidance related to covid-19 
recommends or requires temperature checks, a person is not required to conduct temperature 
checks before allowing a person to enter a premises if an individual entering the premises 
refuses to allow a temperature check. 

(3) If a federal or state statute, regulation, order, or public health guidance related to covid-19 
recommends or requires a vaccine, an individual is not required to receive a vaccine and a 
person is not required to ensure employees or agents are vaccinated to meet the standard of 
care."

Landlord to maintain premises -- agreement that tenant perform duties -- 
limitation of landlord's liability for failure of smoke detector or carbon monoxide 
detector. (1) A-Subject to [section 3], a landlord: 

(a) shall comply with the requirements of applicable building and housing codes materially 
affecting health and safety in effect at the time of original construction in all dwelling units where 
construction is completed after July 1, 1977; 

(b) may not knowingly allow any tenant or other person to engage in any activity on the 
premises that creates a reasonable potential that the premises may be damaged or destroyed 
or that neighboring tenants may be injured; 

(c) shall make repairs and do whatever is necessary to put and keep the premises in a fit and 
habitable condition; 

(d) shall keep all common areas of the premises in a clean and safe condition; 

(e) shall maintain in good and safe working order and condition all electrical, plumbing, sanitary, 
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heating, ventilating, air-conditioning, and other facilities and appliances, including elevators, 
supplied or required to be supplied by the landlord; 

(f) shall, unless otherwise provided in a rental agreement, provide and maintain appropriate 
receptacles and conveniences for the removal of ashes, garbage, rubbish, and other waste 
incidental to the occupancy of the dwelling unit and arrange for their removal; 

(g) shall supply running water and reasonable amounts of hot water at all times and reasonable 
heat between October 1 and May 1, except if the building that includes the dwelling unit is not 
required by law to be equipped for that purpose or the dwelling unit is so constructed that heat 
or hot water is generated by an installation within the exclusive control of the tenant; and 

(h) shall install in each dwelling unit under the landlord's control an approved carbon monoxide 
detector, in accordance with rules adopted by the department of labor and industry, and an 
approved smoke detector, in accordance with rules adopted by the department of justice. Upon 
commencement of a rental agreement, the landlord shall verify that the carbon monoxide 
detector and the smoke detector in the dwelling unit are in good working order. The tenant shall 
maintain the carbon monoxide detector and the smoke detector in good working order during 
the tenant's rental period. For the purposes of this subsection (1)(h), an approved carbon 
monoxide detector, as defined in 70-20-113, and an approved smoke detector, as defined in 
70-20-113, bear a label or other identification issued by an approved testing agency having a 
service for inspection of materials and workmanship at the factory during fabrication and 
assembly. 

(2) If the duty imposed by subsection (1)(a) is greater than a duty imposed by subsections 
(1)(b) through (1)(h), a landlord's duty must be determined by reference to subsection (1)(a). 
(3) A landlord and tenant of a one-, two-, or three-family residence may agree in writing that the 
tenant perform the landlord's duties specified in subsections (1)(f) and (1)(g) and specified 
repairs, maintenance tasks, alteration, and remodeling but only if the transaction is entered into 
in good faith and not for the purpose of evading the obligations of the landlord. 

(4) A landlord and tenant of a one-, two-, or three-family residence may agree that the tenant is 
to perform specified repairs, maintenance tasks, alterations, or remodeling only if: 

(a) the agreement of the parties is entered into in good faith and not for the purpose of evading 
the obligations of the landlord and is set forth in a separate writing signed by the parties and 
supported by adequate consideration; 

(b) the work is not necessary to cure noncompliance with subsection (1)(a); and 

(c) the agreement does not diminish the obligation of the landlord to other tenants in the 
premises. 

(5) The landlord is not liable for damages caused as a result of the failure of the carbon 
monoxide detector or the smoke detector required under subsection (1)(h).""

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STATE OF THE STATE ADDRESS 
Governor Greg Gianforte 


Lieutenant Governor Juras, President Blasdel, Speaker Galt, members of the 67th 
Legislature. My fellow statewide officials, tribal leaders, honored members of the 
judiciary, members of the Cabinet. 


My wife, Susan, and our kids and grandson. 
And finally, my fellow Montanans. 


Serving you is the highest honor and privilege of my life. You have entrusted me to lead 
our Montana comeback, and | am humbled. 


| will continue to wake up every day with you at the front of my mind — from our seniors 
to our hopeful kids, from our Main Street business owners to our hardworking farmers 
and ranchers, from our men and women in uniform to our veterans who have answered 
the call of duty. 


| had the opportunity to welcome home members of the Montana National Guard this 
week. On short notice, they were activated, flew to Washington, D.C., and fulfilled their 
mission to ensure a peaceful transition of power at the U.S. Capitol. And now, they are 
home. 


Only weeks before, the same U.S. Capitol had been under siege by a violent mob intent 
on destroying our democratic institutions. It’s a day we won't forget. It revealed just how 
fragile our republic can be. It also reaffirmed, though, how resilient our institutions are. 
Hours after the storming of the Capitol, the House and Senate came back together and 
finished their work, certifying the next president of our United States. 


That resiliency is also what defines us as Montanans. 


This last year has brought real, serious challenges. But through it all, we’ve seen the 
resiliency of Montanans. 


The first case of COVID was reported in Montana on March 11th. Almost eleven 
months later, Montana has seen nearly 93,000 cases, and sadly, more than 1,200 
Montanans have lost their lives. 


In the four months after the first case, more than 150,000 Montanans filed for 
unemployment. 
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Since that time, an untold number of businesses have closed, many for good. Men and 
women, who took an idea and invested their savings, energy, and lives, saw what they 
built disappear — the victims of pandemic-induced restrictions and mandated closures. 


And despite all these stark challenges and many dark days, Montanans remain 
resilient. 


We found our heroes in doctors and nurses on the frontlines. 

Like Dr. Paul Johnson, a husband and father in Great Falls, who works at Benefis. For 
13 weeks, Dr. Johnson treated COVID-19 patients and lived out of his camper. He went 
to that great length to keep his family safe and the virus out of their home. 

We found our heroes in first responders. 

Like firefighters, law enforcement officers, and other first responders in Butte. Despite 
the pandemic straining their resources, they still showed up to host a parade for the 
Montana Special Olympics Torch Run. 

We found our heroes in educators. 

Like Kristi Borge, a fourth-generation Montanan who teaches 11 students in a one-room 
school in Polaris. When the pandemic disrupted regular instruction, Kristi had summer 


school outside to keep her students up to speed and on track. 


We found our heroes in truckers who kept our supply chains moving. And grocery store 
clerks who kept our shelves full. 


Like Myron Aeschbacher, a Montanan who's been trucking for 30 years. With truck 
stops, rest areas, and restaurants closed along his route, Myron had to make do without 
some basic necessities — all while keeping our supply chains moving. 


We found our heroes in small business owners and others who helped support our 
response to the pandemic. 


Like Steel Toe Distillery in Potomac, which partnered with veteran nonprofit 
organizations to make hand sanitizer. 


Like Dayspring Restoration, whose employees washed and disinfected first-responder 
vehicles for free. 


Like Billings Clinic, which provided free child care to essential health care workers. 
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We found our heroes next door — in our friends and in our neighbors. 


The people who checked on seniors to make sure they were okay when the state was 
locked down. The people who sewed masks for health care providers and emergency 
responders when PPE was in short supply. 


In Montana, neighbors help neighbors. It’s what we do. And it’s what we’ve done during 
this difficult year. 


Our Montana resiliency has shown bright — an example to other states. 


And while we are resilient, the pandemic remains the biggest challenge we face. 
Addressing it is my top priority as your governor. 


We have begun improving how we confront the pandemic. 


On my second day in office, we changed the state’s vaccine distribution plan to protect 
the most vulnerable. These changes are saving lives. 


Our focus is on ensuring those most at risk can get vaccinated: seniors 70 and older 
and our families, friends, and neighbors with severe underlying health conditions, like 
cancer and heart disease. They’re at the front of the line now and are getting 
vaccinated in Phase 1B. 


As of today, Montanans have administered more than 92,000 total doses, and nearly 
22,000 Montanans have been fully vaccinated. At the end of this week, nearly all of our 
long-term care facilities and nursing homes will have had at least one vaccination clinic. 


And while we are quickly deploying the doses we receive to communities throughout 
Montana, our supplies from the federal government aren’t keeping up with the demand. 
Each week, we ask for as many doses as the federal government will give us. We have 
proven in Montana that we can get the vaccine quickly in the arms of our most 
vulnerable. We just need more vaccines. 


That's why today | asked President Biden to do everything in his power to ramp up 
production and send more vaccines to Montana. We need them. 


And while we face a public health crisis, we also face an economic crisis. 
Too many Montanans lost their jobs and found themselves without a paycheck through 


no fault of their own. Too many small business owners closed their doors for good. Too 
many farmers and ranchers struggled with uncertainty. Too many students were left to 
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learn in front of a computer and not in a classroom. 
We are righting the course and improving our response. 


We consulted with public health officials, health care providers, and business leaders. 
And nine days after | was sworn in, we lifted arbitrary restrictions that limited hours of 
operation and capacity for restaurants and other small businesses. Instead, we’re 
relying on business owners to follow industry best practices and public health guidance 
— rather than relying on the long reach and heavy hand of government. 


As we continue to move forward, we need to protect businesses, nonprofit 
organizations, places of worship, and health care providers from lawsuits, provided they 
make a good faith effort to protect their staff and customers. 


| appreciate the urgency with which the legislature has acted to pass Senator 
Fitzpatrick’s bipartisan bill to do just that. | look forward to getting SB 65 to my desk so 
we can take a critical step toward getting Montana safely open for business — moving 
toward incentives and personal responsibility and away from impractical government 
mandates. 


| look forward to a day when we can all take off our masks, throw them in the trash and 
get on with our lives in a safe manner. In the meantime, I'll continue wearing one and 
encourage Montanans to do the same. 


Finally, as hard as 2020 was for Montana workers and business owners who were just 
trying to get by, the last thing we all needed was for the government to get in the way. 


But that’s exactly what happened in the fall. The state government under the previous 
administration sued five businesses, all in Flathead County, alleging they did not 
adequately enforce a mask mandate. The first judge in the case ruled against the state, 
saying it didn’t have enough evidence and that the businesses made reasonable 
efforts. 


A pandemic with severe economic fallout is bad enough. We don’t need government 
piling on. 


That’s why, tonight, | am announcing | have directed our staff to seek dismissal of the 
litigation against these businesses. Enough is enough. 


As we continue making progress to address the economic fallout from the pandemic, 
we are guided by three clear imperatives. 
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First, we must get our economy going again. Second, we must get Montana open for 
business. Third, we must get Montanans back to work in good-paying jobs. 


As we lead the Montana comeback, we can’t just talk about doing these things. We 
must do them. 


Businesses and the jobs they create are fleeing high-tax, high-regulation states, and 
moving to states where the business climate is friendlier, with lower taxes and less red 
tape. 


Unfortunately, Montana is not competitive today. Montana taxpayers with at least 
$18,500 of taxable income pay our top income tax rate. More than half of Montana 
taxpayers pay that top rate of 6.9 percent. 


Look across our competitors in the Rocky Mountain West. Of the eight states in our 
region, Montana ranks seventh, near the bottom. 


We used to have the highest rate in the country at 11 percent before we cut it to 6.9 
percent 18 years ago. That made us competitive then. But no longer. 


Since then, Idaho cut its rate to ours. And Utah, Arizona, and New Mexico cut their 
rates at least two points below ours. That’s a stark difference, and it’s one reason we're 
losing out on opportunities and good jobs. Our high rate drives away too many 
businesses that may want to locate in Montana. 


The effects of that are very real: Montana loses out on good-paying jobs and the tax 
revenue that comes from it. And when we lose out on opportunities and good-paying 
jobs here, our kids and grandkids leave Montana in pursuit of them: better jobs for 
better pay. 


To get our economy going again, to get Montana open for business, and to get 
Montanans back to work in good-paying jobs, we must make Montana more 
competitive. 

We must lower our top personal income tax rate, and that’s what I’ve proposed in my 
budget. Not only will the majority of Montana income taxpayers see relief, but also 
Montana will become more competitive. 


| thank Senator Hertz and Representative Knudsen for working on the Personal Income 
Tax Relief Act. 


Let’s be clear and set the record straight here tonight: we don’t pay for it by cutting 
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services. We pay for most of it by modernizing our corporate tax structure to reward 
businesses that create Montana jobs and make investments in Montana. 


Reducing the top rate is just a start. To make Montana more competitive, we must bring 
our income tax rates in line with other states in our region. But we must do it prudently. 


That’s why | urge the legislature to send to my desk a bill that continues to reduce our 
uncompetitive income tax rate as our economy grows and we find efficiencies in 
government. 


Our budget also creates the entrepreneur magnet, which encourages companies to 
establish their headquarters in Montana and create jobs here. | thank President Blasdel 
and Representative Beard for their efforts to introduce the Entrepreneur Magnet Act. 


We must reform our tax system so our Main Street businesses can thrive and create 
jobs. Under the current system, Montana small business owners have to invest 
countless hours as they try to comply with our business equipment tax. They have to 
value their property, file paperwork, and pay the tax. This is a burdensome process that 
takes a lot of time. 


To reduce the burden on our small businesses, my budget calls for reforming the 
business equipment tax by exempting business equipment valued up to $200,000, 
boosting the exemption by 100 percent. The BIG Jobs Act, or Business Investment 
Grows Jobs Act, eliminates the business equipment tax burden for 4,000 Montana 
small business owners. | appreciate the efforts of Representative Kassmier and 
Senator Hoven to get that bill to our colleagues in the legislature. 


The increased exemption also encourages our small business owners, farmers, and 
ranchers to invest in their business. When they make those investments, they support 
the Montana businesses they buy from, retailers and manufacturers whose sales will 
grow and who, in turn, create more jobs. 


| ask the legislature to pass and send me the BIG Jobs Act. Together, we can ease the 
burden on small business owners, encourage them to make investments, and help 
them, and Montana, thrive. 


To make Montana more competitive, we also need to get a better handle on our 
regulatory scheme. Burdensome, unnecessary red tape ties up our small businesses, 
farms, and ranches. These regulations cost time and money. Ultimately, Montana 
consumers bear the burden with higher prices on goods and services, and the biggest 
burden falls on low- and middle-income Montanans who are trying to make ends meet. 
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It’s time to cut back this thicket of red tape, and it’s one of my top priorities. 


That’s why, on my second day in office, | signed an executive order to establish the Red 
Tape Relief Task Force, which Lieutenant Governor Juras will lead. | have charged the 
task force to complete a comprehensive, top-to-bottom review of regulations in every 
single state agency. They are to leave no stone unturned as they identify excessive, 
outdated, and unnecessary regulations. 


Our budget builds a stronger Montana workforce by prioritizing trades education. Many 
jobs require specialized skills, and we should ensure that Montanans have access to 
the training and education they need to acquire and refine those skills. 


That's why my budget establishes the Montana Trades Education Credit, or M-TEC. 
Our budget provides for as many as 1,000 scholarships per year by offering businesses 
a 50-percent credit for their employees to learn a trade. Together, employers and 
employees can decide on training that’s best for the business and the employee. 


Representative Jones and Senator Salomon, thank you for leading the effort on M-TEC 
to strengthen our workforce, ensuring that Montana workers are well-equipped to 
succeed, thrive, and achieve the American dream. 


Taken together, these measures will make Montana more competitive, but it doesn’t 
matter if no one knows about it. That’s why we need to effectively promote a more 
competitive Montana to job creators. 


That's one reason | asked Scott Osterman to lead the Department of Commerce. A 
native of north central Montana, Scott has broad experience, including as a senior 
executive in Fortune 500 companies. He knows how to grow businesses. | gave Scott 
this charge: use your business experience to grow Montana’s economy, create high- 
paying jobs, and bring Montanans home to live and work here. 


| will join Scott to promote a more competitive Montana and emphasize what really 
makes Montana a special place. First, the Montana work ethic is second to none. 
Montanans are hardworking and know the value and virtue of work. Second, our quality 
of life is second to none. Our public lands make this one of the best places to live, work, 
and raise a family. 


These are two of the reasons Susan and | decided to move to Montana — to put down 
roots, raise our family, and start a business here. Our decision to move here wasn’t 
random. We didn’t throw a dart at a map. 


| knew from my first trip to Montana nearly 45 years ago that | wanted to make Montana 
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home. That's when Tim Frable introduced me to Montana. His deep love of this state 
was infectious. He had trained at Malmstrom Air Force Base and flew missions in a P- 
51 over Japan during World War Two. 


Tim was my junior-high science teacher, and in 1976, he drove me and 17 other ninth 
graders to Red Lodge to hike into the back country. We hiked to Black Canyon Lake, 
Grasshopper Glacier, and onto the Lake Plateau. 


| tell this story, because Tim was a dedicated educator who shaped my life. 


There are many educators like Tim in Montana and throughout our country. They make 
lasting impacts in the lives of their students — not only imparting their knowledge but 
also sharing their experience, wisdom, and passions. 


They make us better. 


We should do everything we can to ensure that any teacher who wants to start her 
career in Montana can. But Montana ranks at the bottom nationally in starting teacher 
pay. Wyoming’s starting teacher pay is 45 percent higher than ours. 


After receiving a teaching degree, a Montanan shouldn't have to choose between 
earning more in Wyoming and teaching in Montana for the worst starting salary in the 
country. 


That's what happened to a couple of teachers | talked to who used to live in central 
Montana. A husband and wife, who were early in their teaching careers, were starting a 
family. They soon realized that they couldn't raise a family and make ends meet on one 
teacher salary here. So they moved to Wyoming where they could. 


We must do better for our starting teachers. That’s why my budget provides $2.5 million 
in incentives to schools to improve starting teacher pay. | encourage the legislature to 
pass the TEACH Act, or Tomorrow's Educators are Coming Home Act, which 
Representative Jones is sponsoring. 


By increasing their pay, let’s make it easier for our starting teachers to choose to stay in 
Montana or come back home. Let’s make our communities stronger and our 
classrooms better with excellent starting teachers in them. Let’s make their pay more 
competitive. 

Our kids will thank us for it one day. 


There are young educators, future Tim Frables out there, who we want to teach our 
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kids. 


Ultimately, our budget is about our Montana priorities. It’s about increasing 
opportunities here at home and bringing the American dream into greater reach for all 
Montanans. We should ensure every Montanan has the opportunity to realize it — 
earning a decent living, raising a family, contributing to our communities, retiring 
comfortably, and owning a home. 


One of our current taxes, however, jeopardizes part of the American dream for some 
lower-income Montanans. Every two years, reappraisals drive up our property tax bills. 
These rising taxes threaten the American dream, particularly for lower-income 
Montanans, people who have invested in their homes, raised their families there, and 
have retired with a fixed income. 


Ever-rising property tax bills shouldn't force someone to make a difficult decision. Pay 
the tax or sell her home. Pay the tax or put food on the table. Pay the tax or get her 
prescription drugs. 


That’s why | proposed the Keep Your Home Tax Relief Act in my budget. Keep Your 
Home provides $3 million per year over the next biennium to mitigate the impact of 
reappraisal on lower-income Montanans, including our seniors and disabled veterans. | 
appreciate the work of Senator Hoven, Representative Beard, and Representative 
Hopkins to get this critical bill introduced. 


Part of the foundation of the American dream is safe communities where we live and 
work, and where our kids go to school. 


But our state faces a grave threat to our safety: drug use. The Department of Public 
Health and Human Services estimates that about 64,000 Montanans have a substance 
use disorder. Addiction is tearing apart families and ravaging our communities. 


Few Montanans are untouched by addiction. 


There are devastating consequences to this crisis. Our treatment facilities are filling up, 
some unable to take new patients. Our corrections institutions are filling with people 
who, losing a battle against addiction, resort to increasingly violent crimes. Our first 
responders and frontline medical workers at hospitals not only confront it with 
overdoses but also see it in the innocents — the spouses, the children, the lov ed ones — 
who are victims of meth-induced violence. Our schools see our young people drop out 
as addiction overtakes them. Addiction leaves them falling further and further behind in 
their education and further off the path to a better life. 
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Most tragically, the crisis of meth in Montana is dissolving families and endangering our 
kids. Meth use has transformed homes from places of love and care to ones of 
mistreatment and abandonment. Addicted parents neglect their children, leaving too 
many of our Montana kids fending for themselves. Kids go to bed hungry, and face 
constant food insecurity. Some fear their parents will become violent. 


Last year, two parents in Great Falls allegedly smoked meth in front of their four young 
children. Meth and drug paraphernalia were within the kids’ reach. They were only 6, 3, 
2, and one years old. The two-year-old was covered in bruises. A CT scan showed he 
had a skull fracture. 


Children who survive this abuse and neglect often end up in foster care, a system 
severely strained by meth. Montana has the second highest number of kids in foster 
care per capita in the entire country. Forty-four percent of all children in our foster care 
system are there because of parental meth use. 


This crisis is heartbreaking, and it has to stop. 


There is no silver bullet, but there are steps we can take to confront it. My budget 
begins to take some of those steps. 


It will take investments. So let me be clear: tax revenues from the sale of recreational 
marijuana should go toward confronting the epidemic of addiction we face. 


That’s why my budget devotes marijuana tax revenue and part of the tobacco tax 
settlement to the HEART Fund, or the Healing and Ending Addiction through Recovery 
and Treatment Fund. The HEART Fund will provide for a full continuum of substance 
abuse prevention and treatment programs for communities. 


That full continuum of programs is critical. Under our current system, there are gaps in 
coverage that reduce effectiveness. In some communities, there is no coordinated 
prevention program. In some communities, there are gaps in meth treatment. In some 
communities, there is a lack of local recovery support for someone leaving treatment 
who wants to stay clean, sober, and healthy. 


We must close those glaring gaps, and the HEART Fund will do that. 
With $7 million in new funds and a federal match, our budget makes an historic 
investment. An additional $23.5 million per year will provide for substance abuse 


prevention and treatment programs for communities. 


This is not bigger government. It’s a community grant program to help non-profits and 
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NGOs do the work on the ground in our communities. And that’s where our focus lies, in 
our communities. With guidance and resources from the state to improve their 
response to addiction, our communities will lead this effort, because they know their 
local needs best. 


Successful prevention and treatment programs help people who have hit rock bottom 
regain their health, rebuild their lives, and become vibrant, productive members of their 
community. 


In addition to making an historic investment in prevention and treatment programs in 
our communities, we must prioritize and invest in treatment courts. Treatment courts 
work. They reduce recidivism. They reduce drug use. They increase public safety. And 
they are much more cost effective than incarceration. 


Three years after completing treatment court, 70 percent of graduates are clean and 
holding a job. 


But don’t just take my word for it. Ask Judge Mary Jane Knisely in Yellowstone County, 
who started a treatment court there in 2010. Judge Knisely swore me into office a few 
weeks ago. | asked her to do it because of her experience and outstanding record. Her 
treatment court model is one we should implement throughout our state. 


For all those reasons, our budget provides funding for five drug treatment courts. 


And while we should focus on treatment for nonviolent offenders, we must maintain the 
rule of law. Montana has the highest violent crime rate in the northwest. And we saw an 
eight percent increase in violent crime last year, even as our nation saw a decline. 


Ladies and gentlemen, we are a nation of laws. That’s why | support Representative 
Holmlund’s bill to ban sanctuary cities in Montana. 


And the hands of justice must be swift. That’s why our budget provides for a new district 
judge in both Gallatin and Flathead counties. That’s why our budget adds 14 new 
parole and probation officers, since our officers are overwhelmed because of prior cuts 
and growing crime. 


While we face an epidemic of drugs and increasing crime, we must also address the 
crisis of Missing and Murdered Indigenous Persons. In Montana, Native Americans 
make up about 7 percent of our population, but they account for about 26 percent of 
missing persons. Between 2017 and 2019, nearly 80 percent of those reported missing 
were teenagers younger than 18 years of age. Native American women face a murder 
rate 10 times higher than the national average, and 84 percent experience some form 
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of violence in their lifetime. 


Time is of the essence, and we must act urgently to curb this tragic trend. It’s critical 
that we bring all voices to the table, and that all voices are heard. 


| ask the legislature to send to my desk a bill to extend the Missing and Murdered 
Indigenous Persons Task Force. | want to thank Representative Sharon Stewart 
Peregoy, of Crow Agency, and Senator Jason Small, of Busby, for their efforts on this 
legislation. 


And since we're talking about saving lives, we must protect the lives of our most 
vulnerable: unborn children. | firmly believe all life is precious and must be protected. 


| urge the legislature to send me the Montana Pain Capable Unborn Child Protection 
Act which protects unborn babies by prohibiting abortion when they can feel pain. | also 
urge the legislature to send me the Born-Alive Infant Protection Act which requires 
doctors to perform life-saving care on a baby who’s born as a result of a botched 
abortion. 


These are necessary, compassionate measures where there should be common 
ground among us, and | will sign them into law. 


As we work to lead the Montana comeback, we must keep hardworking families at the 
front of our minds. Every day, they decide how to live within their means. 


State government should live within its means, providing essential services and letting 
Montanans keep more of what they earn. Just because the state brings in more 
revenue doesn’t mean we have to spend it. 


| made a commitment to change how Helena does business, and our budget does that. 
Our budget is fiscally conservative. It is balanced. It is sound. It holds the line on new 
general fund spending, increasing an average of less than one percent per year. 


Our budget decreases general fund spending by $100 million compared to the previous 
administration’s proposed budget. Our budget preserves the “rainy day” fund by 
eliminating a $25 million transfer from the previous administration’s proposal. Our 
budget has a strong ending fund balance of over $300 million, $50 million more than 
the budget the previous administration offered. 

Our budget does all these things without cuts to essential services. 


But it’s not just dollars and cents. It’s about service. What kind of customer experience 
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is state government providing to Montanans? 


In the last three weeks, | have started visiting our state agencies. It’s been a great 
opportunity for me to meet some of the folks who serve our state. These visits have 
reaffirmed to me that we have many hardworking state employees, who do their best 
every day to serve Montanans. 


For too long, though, they haven’t been led well. 


After one visit to an agency, an employee, who’s worked there for nearly three decades, 
told me I’m the first governor he’s seen in the building. He works just across the street 
from the governor's office, but he’s never seen the state’s chief executive in the 
agency’s building. | was as shocked to learn about his experience as he was to see me. 


If this is how business is done in Helena, it’s time to change how Helena does business. 


From decades in the private sector, | firmly believe that leaders set the tone and culture 
of an organization. Tonight, | make these commitments to you, as the chief executive of 
our state. | will be available, accessible, and accountable. | will provide our state 
agencies with a clear mission, we will measure our progress, and we will celebrate our 
shared success together. | will emphasize providing exceptional customer experiences 
to all Montanans. 


After all, you pay our salaries, and we work for you. 
| expect our cabinet officials and agency heads to make the same commitments. 


I'm proud of the outstanding team we’ve assembled. We looked for change agents with 
the best qualifications and leadership experience needed to change the way Helena 
does business and lead Montana’s comeback, and we got them. 


The members of our cabinet come with diverse backgrounds and experiences. All, 
however, are united in our shared commitment to make our state agencies more 
responsive to the people, and more responsible with taxpayer dollars. That is the 
charge | have given them, and | am confident they will get the job done. 


| have charged Mike Foster at the Department of Agriculture to find ways to add value 
to our commodities here in Montana and preserve the Montana brand throughout our 
supply chain. That way, our ag producers can capture more of the value they create. 


| have charged Hank Worsech at FWP to build stronger, better bridges among 
landowners, sportsmen, and outfitters. 
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| have charged Amanda Kaster at DNRC to bring more federal lands into active forest 
management to prevent catastrophic wildfires, have healthier forests, improve wildlife 
habitat, and bring back some of our good-paying Montana timber jobs. 


Our agenda is ambitious, but we owe it to you to be bold, as we lead the Montana 
comeback. 


Like you, | want our kids to enjoy a better life. Like you, | want to leave our state better 
than | found it. And while we have our differences on policy, that ideal is what motivates 
everyone who serves here. 


That’s why our agenda is ambitious. Because four years from now, | see a place where 
more Montanans are realizing the American dream — working hard, earning a good 
living, and raising a family. | see a place where our kids and grandkids stay in Montana 
because there are better opportunities here. | see a place where our communities are 
safer and thriving. | see a place where we have come through the other side of this 
global pandemic stronger. 


If there’s anything this year has taught us, it’s that Montanans can handle anything. We 
met the test. 


The state of our state is strong, but it’s more than strong. The state of our state is 
resilient. 


And we are ready for our Montana comeback. 
Like Montanans at home tonight, we will go forth from here, ready to face what 
tomorrow brings. We will overcome whatever confronts us together, because the 


Montana way is to help each other. And because we are resilient. 


Thank you. God bless you. God bless America. And God bless the great state of 
Montana.

If enough 
licenses remain for a second applicant for each resident landowner sponsor, the department 
shall issue a license to the second applicant sponsored by each resident landowner. The 
department shall conduct a drawing for any remaining resident-sponsored licenses. If there is 
not a sufficient number of licenses set forth in subsection (1) to allow each resident landowner 
who owns 640 contiguous acres to sponsor one applicant, the department shall conduct a 
drawing for the resident-sponsored licenses. However, a resident sponsor of a Class B-11 
license may submit no more than 15 certificates of sponsorship in any license year. 

(4) A nonresident who hunts under the authority of a resident landowner-sponsored license 
shall conduct all deer hunting on the deeded lands of the sponsoring landowner. 

(5) All Class B-10 and Class B-11 licenses that are not reserved under subsection (1) must be 
issued by a drawing among all applicants for the respective unreserved licenses. 

(6) (5) (a) An applicant who applies for a Class B-10 license and an applicable special elk 
permit but who is not successful in a drawing for the special elk permit may choose to retain 
only the Class B-7 portion of the Class B-10 license. The department shall sell the Class B-7 
portion as a Class B-11 license for the fee set in 87-2-510. The provisions of this subsection 
(6)(a) (5)(a) do not affect the limits established in 87-2-510(2). The remaining elk tag portion of 
the Class B-10 license must be sold by the department as an elk-only combination license for a 
fee of $831. 

(b) Subject to the statutory quota provided in 87-2-505, if the department determines all 
available elk-only combination licenses have sold by December 1 in any license year, the cost 
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of the elk-only combination license must be adjusted for the subsequent license year based on 
any change to the consumer price index from the previous year. The consumer price index to 
be used for calculations is the consumer price index for all urban consumers (CPI-U). The 
adjusted cost must be rounded down to the nearest even-numbered amount and applies to 
subsequent license years unless the conditions of this subsection are met. 

(c) The department may retain 10% of the Class B-10 license fee if an applicant chooses to buy 
only a portion of the Class B-10 license pursuant to subsection (6)(a) (5)(a) after the Class B-10 
license has been issued to the applicant. 

(d) The revenue collected pursuant to this subsection (6) (5) must be deposited in the state 
special revenue account to the credit of the department and may not be allocated pursuant to 
other statutory requirements generally applicable to Class B-10 or Class B-11 licenses.""

(b) If the licensee is under 18 years of age, the driver supervising the licensee must be a parent 
or a legal guardian of the licensee or, with the permission of the licensee's parent or legal 
guardian, a licensed driver 18 years of age or older. Each occupant of a motor vehicle 
driven by a licensee who is under 18 years of age shall wear a properly adjusted and 
fastened seatbelt or, if 61-9-420 applies, must be properly restrained in a child safety 
restraint. 

(c) A person holding a learner license for a motorcycle may drive a motorcycle upon a public 
highway if the person is not carrying a passenger, has immediate possession of the license, 
and is under the immediate and proximate visual supervision of one of the following 
persons, who must be at least 18 years of age if the licensee is under 18 years of age: 

(i) a motorcycle-endorsed licensed driver who is riding with the licensee and who is operating a 
separate motorcycle or other motor vehicle; or 

(ii) a licensed driver who is operating a separate motor vehicle if the licensee has successfully 
completed a motorcycle safety training course through a cooperative driver testing program 
certified under 61-5-110. 

(2) (a) The department may issue a learner license, which is valid for 1 year from the date of 
issuance, to any person who is at least 14 1/2 years of age and who has successfully 
completed or is successfully participating in a traffic education course approved by the 
department and the superintendent of public instruction and that is available to all who meet 
the age requirements specified in 20-7-503 and reside within the geographical boundaries 
of or attend a school in the school district that offers the course. A learner license entitles 
the licensee to operate a motor vehicle when accompanied by an approved instructor, a 
licensed parent or guardian, or other driver as provided in subsection (1)(b) and may be 
restricted to specific times or areas. 

(b) A person who meets the age requirements established in subsection (2)(a) and was unable to 
participate in a traffic education course as a result of the covid-19 pandemic must be 


allowed to test for and receive a learner license upon showing proof of completion of an 
online traffic education course. 


(3) (a) An instructor of a traffic education program approved by the department and by the 
superintendent of public instruction may issue a traffic education permit that is effective for 
a school year or more restricted period to an applicant who is enrolled in a traffic education 
program approved by the department and who meets the age requirements specified in 20- 
7-503. 

(b) When in immediate possession of the traffic education permit, the permittee may operate on 
a designated highway or within a designated area: 

(i) a motor vehicle when an approved instructor is seated beside the permittee; or 

(ii) a motorcycle or quadricycle when under the immediate and proximate supervision of an 
approved instructor. 

(4) The department may in its discretion issue a temporary driver's permit to an applicant for a 
driver's license permitting the applicant to operate a motor vehicle while the department is 
completing its investigation and determination of all facts relative to the applicant's right to 
receive a driver's license. The temporary driver's permit must be in the permittee's 
immediate possession while operating a motor vehicle, and it is invalid when the applicant's 
license has been issued or for good cause has been refused. 
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(5) The department may in its discretion issue a temporary commercial driver's license to an 
applicant permitting the applicant to operate a commercial motor vehicle while the 
department is completing its investigation and determination of all facts relative to the 
applicant's right to receive a commercial driver's license. The temporary license must be 
in the applicant's immediate possession while operating a commercial motor vehicle and 
is invalid when the applicant's license has been issued or for good cause has been refused. 

(6) The department may in its discretion issue a temporary medical assessment and rehabilitation 
driving permit, as provided in 61-5-120.""

(ii) in incorporated cities or incorporated towns of more than 500 inhabitants and not more than 
2,000 inhabitants and within 5 miles of the corporate limits of the cities or towns, one retail 
beer license for every 500 inhabitants; 

(iii) in incorporated cities of more than 2,000 inhabitants and within 5 miles of the corporate limits 
of the cities, four retail beer licenses for the first 2,000 inhabitants, two additional retail beer 
licenses for the next 2,000 inhabitants or major fraction of 2,000 inhabitants, and one 
additional retail beer license for each additional 2,000 inhabitants. 

(b) The number of inhabitants in each incorporated city or incorporated town, exclusive of the 
number of inhabitants residing within 5 miles of the corporate limits of the city or town, 
governs the number of retail beer licenses that may be issued for use within the city or town 
and within 5 miles of the corporate limits of the city or town. The distance of 5 miles from 
the corporate limits of an incorporated city or incorporated town must be measured in a 
straight line from the nearest entrance of the premises proposed for licensing to the nearest 
corporate boundary of the city or town. A license that is restricted by quota limitations in this 
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section may not be located farther than: 

(i) the county boundary within which the incorporated city or incorporated town is located; or 

(ii) the line that separates the incorporated city's or incorporated town's boundary from another 
incorporated city or incorporated town as specified in this section. 

(c) (i) When the 5-mile boundary of one incorporated city or incorporated town overlaps the 5-mile 
boundary of another incorporated city or incorporated town, the quota area for each city or 
town terminates in a straight line equidistant between each city or town. 

(ii) If there are more than two overlapping quota areas, the quota area for each city or town 
terminates from the center of the overlap in a straight line to the intersecting exterior point 
of overlap. Licenses existing as of November 24, 2017, will be designated as belonging to 
whichever quota area they are in as a result of the straight line equidistant between each 
city or town, except for the following: 

(A) In the Helena and East Helena previously combined quota area, the straight line will be drawn 
connecting the two outermost edges of the Helena corporate boundaries and extend 
outward to the quota area boundaries. Any license existing as of November 24, 2017, with 
a physical address of Helena will become a Helena license or with a physical address of 
East Helena will become an East Helena license, regardless of where it falls in the new 
quota areas. 

(B) In the Pinesdale and Hamilton previously combined quota area, the straight line will be drawn 
along Mill Creek road to the quota area boundaries. 

(C) In the Polson and Ronan quota areas, the straight line will be drawn from U.S. highway 93 west 
on Pablo West road to the quota area boundary and east on Clairmont road extending out 
to the quota area boundary. Any license existing as of November 24, 2017, within the 
Polson quota area will become a Polson license, regardless of where it falls in the new 
quota areas. Any license existing as of November 24, 2017, within the Ronan quota area 
will become a Ronan license, regardless of where it falls in the new quota areas. 

(d) Retail beer licenses of issue on March 7, 1947, and retail beer licenses issued under 16-4-110 
that are in excess of the limitations in this section are renewable, but new licenses may not 
be issued in violation of the limitations. 

(e) The limitations do not prevent the issuance of a nontransferable and nonassignable retail beer 
license to an enlisted persons', noncommissioned officers’, or officers' club located on a 
state or federal military reservation on May 13, 1985, or to a post of a nationally chartered 
veterans' organization or a lodge of a recognized national fraternal organization if the 
veterans’ or fraternal organization has been in existence for a period of 5 years or more 
prior to January 1, 1949. 

(f) The number of retail beer licenses that the department may issue for use at premises situated 
outside of any incorporated city or incorporated town and outside of the area within 5 miles 
of the corporate limits or for use at premises situated within any unincorporated area must 
be determined by the department in its discretion, except that a retail beer license may not 
be issued for any premises so situated unless the department determines that the issuance 
of the license is required by public convenience and necessity pursuant to 16-4-203.

(b) If any new retail beer licenses are allowed by separating a combined quota area that existed 
as of November 24, 2017, as provided in subsection (1)(c), the department shall publish the 
availability of no more than one new beer license a year until the quota has been reached. 

(c) If any new retail beer licenses are allowed by license transfers as provided in subsection (2)(a), 
the department may publish the availability of more than one new license a year until the 
quota has been reached. 

(3) A license issued under subsection (1)(f) that becomes located within 5 miles of an incorporated 
city or town because of annexation after April 15, 2005, may not be transferred to another 
location within the city quota area any sooner than 5 years from the date of the annexation. 

(4) When the department determines that a quota area is eligible for a new retail beer license 
under subsection (1) or (2)(b), the department shall use a competitive bidding process as 
provided in 16-4-430 to determine the party afforded the opportunity to apply for the new 
license. 

(5) Except as provided in subsection (2)(b), when more than one new beer license becomes 
available at the same time in the same quota area, the department shall conduct a separate 
competitive bidding process at separate times for each available license. 

(6) (a) A person holding a license to sell beer for consumption on the premises at retail may apply 
to the department for an amendment to the license permitting the holder to sell wine as well 
as beer. The department may issue an amendment if it finds, on a satisfactory showing by 
the applicant, that the sale of wine for consumption on the premises would be 
supplementary to a restaurant or prepared-food business. Except for beer and wine 
licenses issued pursuant to 16-4-420, a person holding a beer and wine license may sell 
wine for consumption on or off the premises. Nonretention of the beer license, for whatever 
reason, means automatic loss of the wine amendment license.

(5) (a) If any new retail all-beverages licenses are allowed by separating a combined quota area 
that existed as of November 24, 2017, as provided in subsection (3), the department shall 
publish the availability of no more than one new retail all-beverages license a year until the 
quota has been reached. The department shall use a competitive bidding process as 
provided in 16-4-430 to determine the party afforded the opportunity to apply for the new 
license. 

(b) If any new all-beverages licenses are allowed by license transfers as provided in subsection (4), 
the department may publish the availability of more than one new license a year until the 
quota has been reached. 

(6) Except as provided in subsection (5)(a), when more than one new all-beverages license 
becomes available at the same time in the same quota area, the department shall conduct 
a separate competitive bidding process at separate times for each available license. 

(7) Retail all-beverages licenses of issue on March 7, 1947, and all-beverages licenses issued 
under 16-4-209 that are in excess of the limitations in subsections (1) and (2) are 
renewable, but new licenses may not be issued in violation of the limitations. 

(8) The limitations in subsections (1) and (2) do not prevent the issuance of a nontransferable and 
nonassignable, as to ownership only, retail license to: 

(a) an enlisted personnel, noncommissioned officers’, or officers’ club located on a state or federal 
military reservation on May 13, 1985; 

(b) any post of a nationally chartered veterans' organization or any lodge of a recognized national 
fraternal organization if the veterans’ or fraternal organization has been in existence for a 
period of 5 years or more prior to January 1, 1949; or 

(c) a continuing care retirement community as provided in 16-4-315. 

(9) The number of retail all-beverages licenses that the department may issue for use at premises 
situated more than 5 miles outside of any incorporated city or incorporated town may not 
be more than one license for each 750 in population of the county after excluding the 
population of incorporated cities and incorporated towns in the county. 

(10) An all-beverages license issued under subsection (9) that becomes located within 5 miles of 
an incorporated city or town because of annexation after April 15, 2005, may not be 
transferred to another location within the city quota area any sooner than 5 years from the 
date of annexation. 

11) A person licensed under this section may apply to the department and pay a fee for an 
endorsement to, with the licensee’s own equipment, trucks, and employees 21 years of age 
or older, deliver beer and wine in original packaging if the delivery includes food that is 
prepared by the licensee at the licensee’s premises. The value of the delivered beer and 


wine may not exceed the value of the delivered food.

"16-4-420. Restaurant beer and wine license -- competitive bidding -- rulemaking. (1) The 
department shall issue a restaurant beer and wine license to an applicant whenever the 
department determines that the applicant, in addition to satisfying the requirements of this 
section, meets the following qualifications and conditions: 
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(a) the applicant complies with the licensing criteria provided in 16-4-401 for an on-premises 
consumption license; 

(b) the applicant operates a restaurant at the location where the restaurant beer and wine license 
will be used or satisfies the department that: 

(i) the applicant intends to open a restaurant that will meet the requirements of subsection (6) and 
intends to operate the restaurant so that at least 65% of the restaurant's gross income 
during its first year of operation is expected to be the result of the sale of food; 

(ii) the restaurant beer and wine license will be used in conjunction with that restaurant, that the 
restaurant will serve beer and wine only to a patron who orders food, and that beer and 
wine purchases will be stated on the food bill; and 

(iii) the restaurant will serve beer and wine from a service bar, as service bar is defined by the 
department by rule; 

(c) the applicant understands and acknowledges in writing on the application that this license 
prohibits the applicant from being licensed to conduct any gaming or gambling activity or 
operate any gambling machines and that if any gaming or gambling activity or machine 
exists at the location where the restaurant beer and wine license will be used, the activity 
must be discontinued or the machines must be removed before the restaurant beer and 
wine license takes effect; and 

(d) the applicant states the planned seating capacity of the restaurant, if it is to be built, or the 
current seating capacity if the restaurant is operating. 

(2) (a) A restaurant that has an existing retail license for the sale of beer, wine, or any other 
alcoholic beverage may not be considered for a restaurant beer and wine license at the 
same location. 

(b) (i) An on-premises retail licensee who sells the licensee's existing retail license may not apply 
for a license under this section for a period of 1 year from the date that license is 
transferred to a new purchaser. 

(ii) A person, including an individual, with an ownership interest in an existing on-premises retail 
license that is being transferred to a new purchaser may not attain an ownership interest 
in a license applied for under this section for a period of 1 year from the date that the 
existing on-premises retail license is transferred to a new purchaser. 

(3) A completed application for a license under this section and the appropriate application fee, as 
provided in subsection (11), must be submitted to the department. The department shall 
investigate the items relating to the application as described in subsections (3)(a) and 
(3)(b). Based on the results of the investigation and the exercise of its sound discretion, the 
department shall determine whether: 

(a) the applicant is qualified to receive a license; and 

(b) (i) the applicant's premises are suitable for the carrying on of the business; 

(ii) the applicant is qualified to receive a license prior to a determination that the applicant's 
premises are suitable for carrying on with the business in accordance with 16-4-417; or 

(iii) if the applicant has already been issued a license, the proposed premises are suitable for the 
carrying on of the business and the seating capacity stated on the application is correct. 

(4) An application for a beer and wine license submitted under this section is subject to the 
provisions of 16-4-203, 16-4-207, and 16-4-405. 

(5) If a premises proposed for licensing under this section is a new or remodeled structure, then 
the department may issue a license prior to completion of the premises based on 
reasonable evidence, including a statement from the applicant's architect or contractor 
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confirming that the seating capacity stated on the application is correct, that the premises 
will be suitable for the carrying on of business as a bona fide restaurant, as defined in 
subsection (6). If a license is issued without a premises, the license will immediately be 
placed on nonuse status until the premises are approved subject to 16-4-417. 

(6) (a) For purposes of this section, "restaurant" means a public eating place: 

(i) where individually priced meals are prepared and served for on-premises consumption; 

(ii) where at least 65% of the restaurant's annual gross income from the operation must be from 
the sale of food and not from the sale of alcoholic beverages. Each year after a license is 
issued, the applicant shall file with the department a statement, in a form approved by the 
department, attesting that at least 65% of the gross income of the restaurant during the 
prior year resulted from the sale of food. 

(iii) that has a dining room, a kitchen, and the number and kinds of employees necessary for the 
preparation, cooking, and serving of meals in order to satisfy the department that the space 
is intended for use as a full-service restaurant; and 

(iv) that serves an evening dinner meal at least 4 days a week for at least 2 hours a day between 
the hours of 5 p.m. and 11 p.m. The provisions of subsection (6)(b) and this subsection 
(6)(a)(iv) do not apply to a restaurant for which a restaurant beer and wine license is in 
effect as of April 9, 2009, or to subsequent renewals of that license. 

(b) The term does not mean a fast-food restaurant that, excluding any carry-out business, serves 
a majority of its food and drink in throw-away containers not reused in the same restaurant. 

(7) (a) A restaurant beer and wine license not issued through a competitive bidding process as 
provided in 16-4-430 may be transferred, on approval by the department, from the original 
applicant to a new owner of the restaurant only after 1 year of use by the original owner, 
unless that transfer is due to the death of an owner. 

(b) A license issued under this section may be jointly owned, and the license may pass to the 
surviving joint tenant upon the death of the other tenant. However, the license may not be 
transferred to any other person or entity by operation of the laws of inheritance or 
succession or any other laws allowing the transfer of property upon the death of the owner 
in this state or in another state. 

(c) An estate may, upon the sale of a restaurant that is property of the estate and with the approval 
of the department, transfer a restaurant beer and wine license to a new owner. 

(8) (a) The department shall issue a restaurant beer and wine license to a qualified applicant: 

(i) except as provided in subsection (8)(c), for a restaurant located in a quota area with a 
population of 5,000 persons or fewer, as the quota area population is determined in 16-4- 
105, if the number of restaurant beer and wine licenses issued in that quota area is equal 
to or less than 80% of the number of beer licenses that may be issued in that quota area 
pursuant to 16-4-105; 

(ii) for a restaurant located in a quota area with a population of 5,001 to 20,000 persons, as the 
quota area population is determined in 16-4-105, if the number of restaurant beer and wine 
licenses issued in that quota area is equal to or less than 160% of the number of beer 
licenses that may be issued in that quota area pursuant to 16-4-105; 

(iii) for a restaurant located in a quota area with a population of 20,001 to 60,000 persons, as the 
quota area population is determined in 16-4-105, if the number of restaurant beer and wine 
licenses issued in that quota area is equal to or less than 100% of the number of beer 
licenses that may be issued in that quota area pursuant to 16-4-105; 

(iv) for a restaurant located in a quota area with a population of 60,001 persons or more, as the 
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quota area population is determined in 16-4-105, if the number of restaurant beer and wine 
licenses issued in that quota area is equal to or less than 80% of the number of beer 
licenses that may be issued in that quota area pursuant to 16-4-105; and 

(v) for a restaurant located in a quota area that is also a resort community, as defined in 7-6-1501, 
if the number of restaurant beer and wine licenses issued in the quota area that is also a 
resort community is equal to or less than 200% of the number of beer licenses that may be 
issued in that quota area pursuant to 16-4-105. 

(b) In determining the number of restaurant beer and wine licenses that may be issued under this 
subsection (8) based on the percentage amounts described in subsections (8)(a)(i) through 
(8)(a)(v), the department shall round to the nearer whole number. 

(c) If the department has issued the number of restaurant beer and wine licenses authorized for 
a quota area under subsection (8)(a)(i), there must be a one-time adjustment of four 
additional licenses for that quota area. 

(d) (i) When the 5-mile boundary of one incorporated city or incorporated town overlaps the 5-mile 
boundary of another incorporated city or incorporated town, the quota area for each city or 
town terminates in a straight line equidistant between each city or town. A license that is 
restricted by quota limitations in this section may not be located farther than: 

(A) the county boundary within which the incorporated city or incorporated town is located; or 

(B) the line that separates the incorporated city's or incorporated town's boundary from another 
incorporated city or incorporated town as specified in this section. 

(ii) If there are more than two overlapping quota areas, the quota area for each city or town 
terminates from the center of the overlap in a straight line to the intersecting exterior point 
of overlap. Licenses existing as of November 24, 2017, will be designated as belonging to 
whichever quota area they are in as a result of the straight line equidistant between each 
city or town, except for the following: 

(A) In the Helena and East Helena previously combined quota area, the straight line will be drawn 
connecting the two outermost edges of the Helena corporate boundaries and extend 
outward to the quota area boundaries. Any license existing as of November 24, 2017, with 
a physical address of Helena will become a Helena license or with a physical address of 
East Helena will become an East Helena license, regardless of where it falls in the new 
quota areas. 

(B) In the Pinesdale and Hamilton previously combined quota area, the straight line will be drawn 
along Mill Creek road to the quota area boundaries. 

(C) In the Polson and Ronan quota areas, the straight line will be drawn from U.S. highway 93 west 
on Pablo West road to the quota area boundary and east on Clairmont road extending out 
to the quota area boundary. Any license existing as of November 24, 2017, within the 
Polson quota area will become a Polson license, regardless of where it falls in the new 
quota areas. Any license existing as of November 24, 2017, within the Ronan quota area 
will become a Ronan license, regardless of where it falls in the new quota areas. 

(9) (a) For a period of 12 years after November 24, 2017, existing licenses or licenses that resulted 
from applications in process as of November 24, 2017, in either of two quota areas that 
were established as provided in 16-4-105 and subsection (8)(d) of this section may be 
transferred between the two quota areas if they were part of the combined quota area prior 
to November 24, 2017. 

(b) If any new restaurant beer and wine licenses are allowed by separating a combined quota area 
that existed as of November 24, 2017, as provided in 16-4-105 and subsection (9)(a) of this 
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section, the department shall publish the availability of no more than one new restaurant 
beer and wine license a year until the quota has been reached. 

(c) If any new restaurant beer and wine licenses are allowed by license transfers as provided in 
subsection (9)(a), the department may publish the availability of more than one new license 
a year until the quota has been reached. 

(10) Except as provided in subsection (9)(b), when more than one new restaurant beer and wine 
license becomes available at the same time in the same quota area, the department shall 
conduct a separate competitive bidding process at separate times for each available 
license. 

(11) When a restaurant beer and wine license becomes available by the initial issuance of licenses 
under this section or as the result of an increase in the population in a quota area, the 
nonrenewal of a restaurant beer and wine license, or the lapse or revocation of a license 
by the department, then the department shall advertise the availability of the license in the 
quota area for which it is available. 

(12) When the department determines that a quota area is eligible for a new restaurant beer and 
wine license under subsection (9) or (11), the department shall use a competitive bidding 
process as provided in 16-4-430 to determine the party afforded the opportunity to apply 
for a new license. 

(13) (a) Uneer-Except as provided in subsection (13)(b), arestaurantbeeranc-wine teense; beer 
and wine may not be sold for off-premises consumption. 

b) A restaurant beer and wine licensee may apply to the department and pay a fee for an 
endorsement to, with the licensee’s own equipment, trucks, and employees 21 years of age 
or older, deliver beer and wine in original packaging if the delivery includes food that is 
prepared by the licensee at the licensee’s premises. The value of the delivered beer and 


wine may not exceed the value of the delivered food. 
(14) An application for a restaurant beer and wine license must be accompanied by a fee equal to 


20% of the initial licensing fee. If the department does not decide either to grant or to deny 
the license within 4 months of receipt of a complete application, the department shall pay 
interest on the application fee at the rate of 1% a month until a license is issued or the 
application is denied. Interest may not accrue during any period that the processing of an 
application is delayed by reason of a protest filed pursuant to 16-4-203 or 16-4-207. If the 
department denies an application, the application fee, plus any interest, less a processing 
fee established by rule, must be refunded to the applicant. Upon the issuance of a license, 
the licensee shall pay the balance of the initial licensing fee. The amount of the initial 
licensing fee is determined according to the following schedule: 

(a) $5,000 for restaurants with a stated seating capacity of 60 persons or fewer; 

(b) $10,000 for restaurants with a stated seating capacity of 61 to 100 persons; or 

(c) $20,000 for restaurants with a stated seating capacity of 101 persons or more. 

(15) The annual fee for a restaurant beer and wine license is $400. 

(16) If a restaurant licensed under this part increases the stated seating capacity of the licensed 
restaurant or if the department determines that a licensee has increased the stated seating 
capacity of the licensed restaurant, then the licensee shall pay to the department the 
difference between the fees paid at the time of filing the original application and issuance 
of a license and the applicable fees for the additional seating. 

(17) The number of beer and wine licenses issued to restaurants with a stated seating capacity of 
101 persons or more may not exceed 25% of the total licenses issued. 
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(18) Possession of a restaurant beer and wine license is not a qualification for licensure of any 
gaming or gambling activity. A gaming or gambling activity may not occur on the premises 
of a restaurant with a restaurant beer and wine license. 

(19) The department may adopt rules to implement this section."

(e) shall approve all acquisitions or transfers by the department of interests in land or water, except 
as provided in 23-1-111 and 87-1-209(2) and (4);

(g) except as provided in 23-1-111, shall review and approve construction projects that have an 
estimated cost of more than $+,606-buttess than $5,666 $50,000; 

(h) shall manage elk, deer, and antelope populations based on habitat estimates determined as 
provided in 87-1-322 and maintain elk, deer, and antelope population numbers at or below 
population estimates as provided in 87-1-323. In developing or implementing an elk 
management plan, the commission shall consider landowner tolerance when deciding 
whether to restrict elk hunting on surrounding public land in a particular hunting district. As 
used in this subsection (1)(h), "landowner tolerance" means the written or documented 
verbal opinion of an affected landowner regarding the impact upon the landowner's property 
within the particular hunting district where a restriction on elk hunting on public property is 
proposed. 

(i) shall set the policies for the salvage of antelope, deer, elk, or moose pursuant to 87-3-145; and 

(j) shall comply with, adopt policies that comply with, and ensure the department implements in 
each region the provisions of state wildlife management plans adopted following an 
environmental review conducted pursuant to Title 75, chapter 1, parts 1 through 3. 

(2) The commission may adopt rules regarding the use and type of archery equipment that may 
be employed for hunting and fishing purposes, taking into account applicable standards as 
technical innovations in archery equipment change. 

(3) The commission may adopt rules regarding the establishment of special licenses or permits, 
seasons, conditions, programs, or other provisions that the commission considers 
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appropriate to promote or enhance hunting by Montana's youth and persons with 
disabilities. 

(4) (a) The commission may adopt rules regarding nonresident big game combination licenses to: 

(i) separate deer licenses from nonresident elk combination licenses; 

(ii) set the fees for the separated deer combination licenses and the elk combination licenses 
without the deer tag; 

(iii) condition the use of the deer licenses; and 

(iv) limit the number of licenses sold. 

(b) The commission may exercise the rulemaking authority in subsection (4)(a) when it is 
necessary and appropriate to regulate the harvest by nonresident big game combination 
license holders: 

(i) for the biologically sound management of big game populations of elk, deer, and antelope; 

(ii) to control the impacts of those elk, deer, and antelope populations on uses of private property; 
and 

(iii) to ensure that elk, deer, and antelope populations are at a sustainable level as provided in 87- 
1-321 through 87-1-325. 

(5) (a) Subject to the provisions of subsection (5)(b), the commission may adopt rules to: 

(i) limit the number of nonresident mountain lion hunters in designated hunting districts; and 

(ii) determine the conditions under which nonresidents may hunt mountain lion in designated 
hunting districts. 

(b) The commission shall adopt rules for the use of and set quotas for the sale of Class D-4 
nonresident hound handler licenses by hunting district, portions of a hunting district, group 
of districts, or administrative regions. However, no more than two Class D-4 licenses may 
be issued in any one hunting district per license year. 

(c) The commission shall consider, but is not limited to consideration of, the following factors: 

(i) harvest of lions by resident and nonresident hunters; 

(ii) history of quota overruns; 

(iii) composition, including age and sex, of the lion harvest; 

(iv) historical outfitter use; 

(v) conflicts among hunter groups; 

(vi) availability of public and private lands; and 

(vii) whether restrictions on nonresident hunters are more appropriate than restrictions on all 
hunters. 

(6) The commission may not regulate the use or possession of firearms, firearm accessories, or 
ammunition, including the chemical elements of ammunition used for hunting. This does not 
prevent: 

(a) the restriction of certain hunting seasons to the use of specified hunting arms, such as the 
establishment of special archery seasons; 

(b) for human safety, the restriction of certain areas to the use of only specified hunting arms, 
including bows and arrows, traditional handguns, and muzzleloading rifles; 

c) the restriction of the use of shotguns for the hunting of deer and elk pursuant to 87-6-401(1)(f); 

d) the regulation of migratory game bird hunting pursuant to 87-3-403; or 

e) the restriction of the use of rifles for bird hunting pursuant to 87-6-401(1)(g) or (1)(h).

(d) send a notice by certified mail to the last-known address of the tenant and each known 
party having a lien or encumbrance of record, stating that at a specified time, not less than 15 days 
after mailing the notice, the property will be disposed of if not removed. 

(4) The landlord may dispose of the property after complying with subsection (3) by: 

(a) selling all or part of the property at a public or private sale; or 

(b) destroying or otherwise disposing of all or part of the property if the landlord reasonably 
believes that the value of the property is so low that the cost of storage or sale exceeds the 
reasonable value of the property. 

(5) (a) If the tenant, upon receipt of the notice provided in subsection (3), responds in writing 
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to the landlord on or before the day specified in the notice that the tenant intends to remove the 
property and does not do so within 7 days after delivery of the tenant's response, the tenant's 
property is conclusively presumed to be abandoned. 

(b) If the tenant removes the property, the landlord is entitled to storage costs for the period 
that the property remains in safekeeping, plus the cost of removal of the property to the place of 
storage. Reasonable storage costs are allowed to a landlord who stores the property, and actual 
storage costs are allowed to a landlord who stores the property ina commercial storage company. 
A landlord is entitled to payment of the storage costs allowed under this subsection before the 
tenant may remove the property.

(2) (a) Whenever the department has reason to believe that a life insurance company is using, has 
used, or is about to knowingly use any method, act, or practice provided for in subsection 
(1) as an unfair or deceptive act or practice in the conduct of trade or commerce within the 
meaning of Title 33, chapter 18, and that proceeding would be in the public interest, the 
department may bring an action against the life insurance company to restrain by temporary 
or permanent injunction or temporary restraining order the unlawful method, act, or practice 
after giving appropriate notice to that life insurance company. 

(b) In an action brought under this section, the commissioner may assess a penalty as provided 
in 33-1-317 and 33-1-318 if: 

(i) a court finds that a life insurance company is willfully using or has willfully used a method, act, 
or practice declared unlawful by this section; or 

(ii) a court finds a common scheme or practice by a life insurance company declared unlawful by 
this section. 

(3) In addition to other remedies provided for by law, a beneficiary of an insured has a private right 
of action for a violation of this section that entitles the beneficiary to damages equal to three 
times the face value of the life insurance policy and attorney fees.

(5) "Charter service" means a service used for the transportation of passengers by a motor 
carrier with rates not subject to approval by the commission if: 

(a) the transportation of passengers is based on a single contract; 

(b) the contract is entered into in advance of the transportation and does not result from a 
spontaneous, curbside agreement; 

(c) the contract includes a single fixed charge and fares are not assessed per passenger; 
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(d) the passenger or group of passengers acquires exclusive use of the motor vehicle 
through the contract; and 

(e) when applied to a group of passengers being transported, the group of passengers 
travels together to a specified destination. 

(6) "Compensation" means the charge imposed on motor carriers for the use of the 
highways in this state by motor carriers under 69-12-421. 

(7) "Corporation" means a corporation, company, association, or joint-stock association. 

(8) "Digital network" means any online-enabled application, software, website, or system 
offered or utilized by a transportation network carrier that enables the prearrangement of rides with 
transportation network carrier drivers. 

(9) "For hire" means for remuneration of any kind, paid or promised, either directly or 
indirectly, or received or obtained through leasing, brokering, or buy-and-sell arrangements from 
which a remuneration is obtained or derived for transportation service. 

(10) "Garbage" means ashes, trash, waste, refuse, rubbish, organic or inorganic matter that 
is transported to a licensed transfer station, licensed landfill, licensed municipal solid waste 
incinerator, or licensed disposal well. The term does not include wastewater and waste tires. 

(11) "Household goods" means any of the following: 

(a) personal effects and property used or to be used in a dwelling when they are a part of 
the equipment or supply of the dwelling. The term does not include property moving from a factory 
or store unless the property is purchased by a householder for use in a dwelling and is transported 
at the request of the householder. 

(b) furniture, fixtures, equipment, and the property of stores, offices, museums, institutions, 
hospitals, or other establishments when those items are a part of the stock, equipment, or supply 
of the stores, offices, museums, institutions, hospitals, or other establishments. The term does not 
include the stock-in-trade of an establishment, whether consignor or consignee, other than used 
furniture and used fixtures, except when transported as incidental to moving of the establishment 
or a portion of the establishment from one location to another. 

(c) articles, including objects of art, displays, and exhibitions that because of their unusual 
nature or value, require the specialized handling and equipment usually employed in moving 
household goods and other similar articles. 

(12) "Motor carrier" means a person or corporation, or its lessees, trustees, or receivers 
appointed by a court, operating motor vehicles upon a public highway in this state for the 
transportation of passengers, household goods, or garbage for hire on a commercial basis, either 
as acommon carrier or under private contract, agreement, charter, or undertaking. A motor carrier 
includes a transportation network carrier. 

(13) "Motor vehicle" includes vehicles or machines, motor trucks, tractors, or other self- 
propelled vehicles used for the transportation of property or persons over the public highways of 
the state. 

(14) "Person" means an individual, firm, or partnership. 

(15) "Personal vehicle" means a vehicle that is used by a transportation network carrier 
driver in connection with providing a prearranged ride and is: 

(a) owned, leased, or otherwise authorized for use by the transportation network carrier 
driver; and 

(b) not a taxicab, limousine, or for-hire vehicle. 

(16) "Prearranged ride" means transportation provided by a driver to a rider, beginning 
when a driver accepts a ride requested by a rider through a digital network controlled by a 
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transportation network carrier, continuing while the driver transports a requesting rider, and ending 
when the last requesting rider departs from the personal vehicle. A prearranged ride does not 
include transportation provided using a taxicab, limousine, or other for-hire vehicle pursuant to Title 
69, chapter 12. 

(17) "Public highway" means a public street, road, highway, or way in this state. 

(18) "Railroad" means the movement of cars on rails, regardless of the motive power used. 

(19) "Recyclable" means any material diverted from the solid waste stream that can be 
reused in the production of heat or energy or as raw material for new products and for which 
markets exist. 

(20) "Transportation network carrier" means an entity that uses a digital network or software 
application service to connect passengers to transportation network carrier services provided by 
transportation network carrier drivers. A transportation network carrier may not be deemed to 
control, direct, or manage the personal vehicles or transportation network carrier drivers that 
connect to its digital network, except where agreed to by written contract. 

(21) "Transportation network carrier driver" or "driver" means an individual who: 

(a) receives connections to potential riders and related services from a transportation 
network carrier in exchange for payment of a fee to the transportation network carrier; and 

(b) uses a personal vehicle to provide a prearranged ride to riders upon connection through 
a digital network controlled by a transportation network carrier in return for compensation or 
payment of a fee. 

(22) "Transportation network carrier rider" or "rider" means an individual or persons who use 
a transportation network carrier's digital network to connect with a transportation network carrier 
driver who provides prearranged rides to the rider in the driver's personal vehicle between points 
chosen by the rider. 

(23) "Transportation network carrier services" means the transportation of a passenger 
between points chosen by the passenger and prearranged with a transportation network carrier 
driver through the use of a transportation network carrier digital network or software application."

Dear President Blasdel and Speaker Galt: 


In accordance with the power vested in me as Governor by the Constitution and laws of the State 
of Montana, | hereby veto Senate Bill 227 "AN ACT GENERALLY REVISING THE MONTANA 
ADMINISTRATIVE PROCEDURE ACT; PROVIDING THAT THE LEGISLATURE MAY REPEAL 
RULES OR AMENDMENTS BY JOINT RESOLUTION; LIMITING THE REPEAL TO RULES 
ADOPTED OR AMENDED DURING THE INTERIM; AMENDING SECTION 2-4-412, MCA; AND 
PROVIDING AN IMMEDIATE EFFECTIVE DATE AND AN APPLICABILITY DATE." 


Article Ill, Section 1 of the Montana Constiution provides: 


The power of the government of this state is divided into three distinct branches -- 
legislative, executive, and judicial. No person or persons charged with the exercise of 
power properly belonging to the one branch shall exercise any power properly belonging 
to either of the others, except as in this constiitution expressly directed or permitted. 


SB 227 is an unlawful violation of the separation of powers. It attempts to remove from the 
governor, the chief executive officer of the state with the final authority over the rulemaking 
activities of the executive branch, the power to approve or disapprove the legislature's review of 
the administrative rules implemented by the executive branch. It allows for the repeal of an 
administrative rule through a joint resolution, which does not have to be presented to the governor 
for signature and thus prevents the governor from exercising his final authority over the rulemaking 
activities of the executive branch. 


Furthermore, SB 227 unlawfully exceeds the permitted scope of a joint resolution as set forth in 
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Rule 40-60(1)(j) of the Joint Rules of the Montana Senate and House. Under the joint rules, a joint 
resolution may only "advise or request the repeal, amendment, or adoption of a rule in the 
Administrative Rules of Montana" as proposed under SB 227. The joint rules were so written to 
respect the constitutional separation of powers between the legislature and the executive branch. 


The concerns SB 227 seeks to address regarding legislative oversight over administrative rules 
has been addressed in SB 82, which | signed into law. 


For these reasons, | veto SB 227.

The "Flyin' Flynns" terrorized the basketball court, and Kelly went on to a track 
career which took him to Western Montana College and then to Denmark for 
several years. He coached Montana distance runners and trained future coaches. 

After his time in Denmark, Kelly returned to the family ranch and the 
mountains he loved. The family created what was called "a paradise for hunters, 
summer vacationers and family at Hidden Holly Hideaway." He believed that he 
was a just temporary steward of the land, and worked to create healthy forests, 
nurture productive fields and protect wildlife. He was a cowboy and outdoorsman, 
and he guided guests and hunters around the mountains on horseback. 

Kelly's love of the land and his strong desire to serve his community and his 
state led him to the Montana Legislature. He served in the Montana House of 
Representatives from 2010-2018. He was proud of his work on conservation 
legislation and supporting constituents. On his final day in the House, as he made 
the sine die motion he urged people to "Remember the past, plan for the future, but 
live for today." 

Kelly was preceded in death by his parents and his brothers Joel and 
Steven. He is survived by his wife Jill; his daughters Shannon (Lynn) Reynolds 
and Siobhan; his twin brother and best friend Kevin (Nora); brothers Gary

Stan Stephens was born September 16, 1929, in Calgary, Alberta, Canada, 
to Margaret and Joseph Stephens, immigrants from Scotland and England. He 
grew up in a loving and musically gifted family, learning from his father to master 
the trumpet at an early age. By age 7, Stan was playing trumpet solos in the 
Calgary Symphony and music became a life-long passion to him, 


At age 19, Stan moved to the United States, eventually settling in Havre, 
Montana. Prior to seeking US citizenship, he enlisted in the US Armed Forces 
Broadcast Network and served in the Korean War. Upon his return to Havre in the 
early 1950's, he proposed to the girl who captured his heart, Ann Hanson. The two 
were married in 1954 and raised two daughters. Ann passed away in 2017. 


Stan's 38-year career began in broadcasting and as co-owner of radio station 
KOJM. He later expanded into community television and introduced cable 
television to Havre in the 1960s followed by expansion to Glasgow and Sidney.

He served on 
the board of directors for the Montana Civil Liberties Union and as a leader in the 
Montana Democratic Party.

Each list must be 
prioritized pursuant to subsection (2) of this section, but the department may recommend 
up to 20% of the interest earnings anticipated to be deposited into the treasure state 
endowment fund established in 17-5-703 during the following biennium for bridge projects. 
Before making recommendations to the governor, the department may adjust the ranking 
of projects by giving priority to urgent and serious public health or safety problems. The 
governor shall review the projects recommended by the department and shall submit the 
lists of recommended projects and the recommended financial assistance to the legislature. 

(2) In preparing recommendations under subsection (1), preference must be given to infrastructure 
projects based on the following order of priority: 

(a) projects that solve urgent and serious public health or safety problems or that enable local 
governments to meet state or federal health or safety standards; 

(b) projects that reflect greater need for financial assistance than other projects; 

(c) projects that incorporate appropriate, cost-effective technical design and that provide thorough, 
long-term solutions to community public facility needs; 

(d) projects that reflect substantial past efforts to ensure sound, effective, long-term planning and 
management of public facilities and that attempt to resolve the infrastructure problem with 
local resources; 
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(e) projects that enable local governments to obtain funds from sources other than the funds 
provided under this part; 

(f) projects that provide long-term, full-time job opportunities for Montanans, that provide public 
facilities necessary for the expansion of a business that has a high potential for financial 
success, or that maintain the tax base or that encourage expansion of the tax base; and 

(g) projects that are high local priorities and have strong community support. 

(3) After the review required by subsection (1), the projects must be approved by the legislature. 

(4) The department shall adopt rules necessary to implement the treasure state endowment 
program. 

(5) The department shall report to each regular session of the legislature the status of all projects 
that have not been completed in order for the legislature to review each project's status and 
determine whether the authorized grant should be withdrawn. 

6) A local government may begin construction of the proposed infrastructure project after 
submitting an application to the department and prior to legislative approval of a grant 


award, if the local government: 
a) has secured the firm commitment of all funding necessary to finance the proposed project; 


b) assumes all risk, liability, and financing for the proposed project; and 

c) acknowledges that any project expenses incurred prior to legislative approval of a grant award 
may be rendered ineligible by the department if the local government fails to meet any 
program requirements set forth in this part or the rules adopted by the department pursuant 
to subsection (4).""

referral to the person who submitted the proposed issue.

(13) (a) "Election administrator" means, except as provided in subsection (13)(b), the county clerk 
and recorder or the individual designated by a county governing body to be responsible for 
all election administration duties, except that with regard to school elections not 
administered by the county, the term means the school district clerk. 

(b) As used in chapter 2 regarding voter registration, the term means the county clerk and recorder 
or the individual designated by a county governing body to be responsible for all election 
administration duties even if the school election is administered by the school district clerk. 

(14) (a) "Election communication" means the following forms of communication to support or 
oppose a candidate or ballot issue: 

(i) a paid advertisement broadcast over radio, television, cable, or satellite; 

(ii) paid placement of content on the internet or other electronic communication network; 

(iii) a paid advertisement published in a newspaper or periodical or on a billboard; 
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iv) a mailing; or

i) an activity or communication for the purpose of encouraging individuals to register to vote or to 
vote, if that activity or communication does not mention or depict a clearly identified 
candidate or ballot issue;

(i) refers to one or more clearly identified candidates in that election;

(iii) refers to a political party, ballot issue, or other question submitted to the voters in that election.

(i) made by a candidate or political committee to support or oppose a candidate or a ballot issue; 
or 

(ii) used or intended for use in making independent expenditures or in producing electioneering 
communications. 

(b) The term does not mean: 

(i) services, food, or lodging provided in a manner that they are not contributions under subsection 
(9); 

(ii) payments by a candidate for personal travel expenses, food, clothing, lodging, or personal 
necessities for the candidate and the candidate's family;

(i) to support or oppose a candidate or a committee organized to support or oppose a candidate 
or a petition for nomination; 

(ii) to support or oppose a ballot issue or a committee organized to support or oppose a ballot 
issue; or 

(iii) to prepare or disseminate an election communication, an electioneering communication, or an 
independent expenditure. 

(b) Political committees include ballot issue committees, incidental committees, independent 
committees, and political party committees. 

(c) A candidate and the candidate's treasurer do not constitute a political committee. 

(d) A political committee is not formed when a combination of two or more individuals or a person 
other than an individual makes an election communication, an_ electioneering 
communication, or an independent expenditure of $250 or less. 

(32) "Political party committee" means a political committee formed by a political party organization 
and includes all county and city central committees. 

(33) "Political party organization" means a political organization that: 

(a) was represented on the official ballot in either of the two most recent statewide general 
elections; or 

(b) has met the petition requirements provided in Title 13, chapter 10, part 5. 

(34) "Political subdivision" means a county, consolidated municipal-county government, 
municipality, special purpose district, or any other unit of government, except school 
districts, having authority to hold an election.

(39) "Public office" means a state, county, municipal, school, or other district office that is filled by 
the people at an election. 

(40) "Random-sample audit" means an audit involving a manual count of ballots from designated 
races and ballot issues in precincts selected through a random process as provided in 13- 
17-503. 

(41) "Registrar" means the county election administrator and any regularly appointed deputy or 
assistant election administrator. 
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(42) "Regular school election" means the school trustee election provided for in 20-20-105(1). 

(43) "School election" has the meaning provided in 20-1-101. 

(44) "School election filing officer" means the filing officer with whom the declarations for 
nomination for school district office were filed or with whom the school ballot issue was filed. 

(45) "School recount board" means the board authorized pursuant to 20-20-420 to perform recount 
duties in school elections. 

(46) "Signature envelope" means an envelope that contains a secrecy envelope and ballot and that 
is designed to: 

(a) allow election officials, upon examination of the outside of the envelope, to determine that the 
ballot is being submitted by someone who is in fact a qualified elector and who has not 
already voted; and 

(b) allow it to be used in the United States mail. 

(47) "Special election" means an election held on a day other than the day specified for a primary 
election, general election, or regular school election. 

(48) "Special purpose district" means an area with special boundaries created as authorized by law 
for a specialized and limited purpose. 

(49) "Statewide voter registration list" means the voter registration list established and maintained 
pursuant to 13-2-107 and 13-2-108. 

(50) "Support or oppose", including any variations of the term, means: 

(a) using express words, including but not limited to "vote", "oppose", "support", "elect", "defeat", 
or "reject", that call for the nomination, election, or defeat of one or more clearly identified 
candidates, the election or defeat of one or more political parties, or the passage or defeat 
of one or more ballot issues submitted to voters in an election; or 

(b) otherwise referring to or depicting one or more clearly identified candidates, political parties, or 
ballot issues in a manner that is susceptible of no reasonable interpretation other than as 
a call for the nomination, election, or defeat of the candidate in an election, the election or 
defeat of the political party, or the passage or defeat of the ballot issue or other question 
submitted to the voters in an election. 

(51) "Valid vote" means a vote that has been counted as valid or determined to be valid as 
provided in 13-15-206. 

52) "Voted ballot" means a ballot that is: 

a) deposited in the ballot box at a polling place; 

b) received at the election administrator's office; or 

c) returned to a place of deposit. 

53) "Voter interface device" means a voting system that: 

a) is accessible to electors with disabilities; 

b) communicates voting instructions and ballot information to a voter; 

c) allows the voter to select and vote for candidates and issues and to verify and change 

selections; and 

(d) produces a paper ballot that displays electors' choices so the elector can confirm the ballot's 
accuracy and that may be manually counted. 

(54) "Voting system" or "system" means any machine, device, technology, or equipment used to 
automatically record, tabulate, or process the vote of an elector cast on a paper ballot.""

If the sum of credit carryovers from the credit, if any, and 
the amount of credit allowed by this section for the tax year exceeds the taxpayer's tax 
liability for the current tax year, the excess attributable to the current tax year's credit is 
a credit carryover to succeeding tax years for a period not to exceed 10 years from the 
tax year the credit was claimed. The entire amount of unused credit must be carried 
forward to the earliest of the succeeding years, and the oldest available unused credit 
must be used first. Any credit remaining 10 years after the tax year for which the credit 
is based may not be refunded or credited to the taxpayer. 

(4) The credit may be claimed for up to 7 years, but only in a tax year in which the department 
of labor and industry approved the credit by issuing the taxpayer with a credit certificate 
as provided in [section 10]. If a taxpayer claims the credit but was not approved by the 
department of labor and industry, the taxpayer's return will be processed without regard 
to the credit. 

(5) For fiscal year filers, the credit available to claim in the current fiscal year is the credit 
allowed for the calendar year that ends within the taxpayer's fiscal period. 

(6) The department shall, after consultation with the department of labor and industry, prescribe 
a form for a taxpayer to claim the tax credit. The form must provide the department with 
sufficient information for the proper administration of the credit. 

(7) The department shall provide the department of labor and industry with an annual report 
detailing the tax credit provided to taxpayers for the previous year. The information 
provided to the department of labor and industry is subject to the provisions of 15-30- 
2618 and 15-31-511.

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(b) none of the persons who are liable or potentially liable under 75-10-715(1) and who have 
been given the opportunity by letter to properly and expeditiously perform the appropriate 
remedial action will properly and expeditiously perform the appropriate remedial action. Any 
person liable under 75-10-715(1) shall take immediate action to contain, remove, and abate the 
release. 

(2) Whenever the department is authorized to act pursuant to subsection (1) or has reason to 
believe that a release has occurred or is about to occur, the department may undertake 
remedial action in the form of any investigation, monitoring, survey, testing, or other information 
gathering as authorized by 75-10-707 that is necessary and appropriate to identify the 
existence, nature, origin, and extent of the release or the threat of release and the extent and 
imminence of the danger to the public health, safety, or welfare or to the environment. 

(3) Except as provided in 75-10-712, the department is authorized to draw on the fund to take 
action under subsection (1) if it has made diligent good faith efforts to determine the identity of 
the person or persons liable for the release or threatened release and: 

(a) is unable to determine the identity of the liable person or persons in a manner consistent 
with the need to take timely remedial action; or 

(b) a person or persons determined by the department to be liable or potentially liable under 75- 
10-715(1) have been informed in writing of the department's determination and have been 
requested by the department to take appropriate remedial action but are unable or unwilling to 
take action in a timely manner; and 

(c) the written notice informs the person that if subsequently found liable pursuant to 75-10- 
715(1), the person may be required to reimburse the fund for the state's remedial action costs 
and may be subject to penalties pursuant to this part. 

(4) Whenever the department is authorized to act pursuant to subsection (1), it may issue to 
any person liable under 75-10-715(1) cease and desist, remedial, or other orders as may be 
necessary or appropriate to protect the public health, safety, or welfare or the environment. 

(5) (a) A person who violates or fails to comply with or refuses to comply with an order issued 
under 75-10-707 or this section may, in an action brought to enforce the order, be assessed a 
civil penalty of not more than $10,000 for each day in which a violation occurs or a failure or 
refusal to comply continues. In determining the amount of any penalty assessed, the court may 
take into account: 

(i) the nature, circumstances, extent, and gravity of the noncompliance; 

(ii) with respect to the person liable under 75-10-715(1): 

(A) the person's ability to pay; 

(B) any prior history of violations; 

(C) the degree of culpability; and 

(D) the economic benefit or savings, if any, resulting from the noncompliance; and 

(iii) any other matters as justice may require. 

(b) Civil penalties collected under subsection (5)(a) must be deposited into the environmental 
quality protection fund established in 75-10-704. 

(6) A court has jurisdiction to review an order issued under 75-10-707 or this section only in the 
following actions: 

(a) an action under 75-10-715 to recover remedial action costs or penalties or for contribution; 
(b) an action to enforce an order issued under 75-10-707 or this section; 

(c) an action to recover a civil penalty for violation of or failure or refusal to comply with an order 
issued under 75-10-707 or this section; or 

(d) an action by a person to whom an order has been issued to determine the validity of the 
order, only if the person has been in compliance and continues in compliance with the order 
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pending a decision of the court. 


(7) In considering objections raised in a judicial action regarding orders issued under this part, 
the court shall uphold and enforce an order issued by the department unless the objecting party 
can demonstrate, on the administrative record, that the department's decision to issue the order 
was arbitrary and capricious or otherwise not in accordance with law. 

(8) Instead of issuing a notification or an order under this section, the department may bring an 
action for legal or equitable relief in the district court of the county where the release or 
threatened release occurred or in the first judicial district as may be necessary to abate any 
imminent and substantial endangerment to the public health, safety, or welfare or to the 
environment resulting from the release or threatened release. 

(9) A person who is not subject to an administrative or judicial order may not conduct any 
remedial action at any facility that is subject to an administrative or judicial order issued 
pursuant to this part without the written permission of the department. If a state or federal 
administrative or judicial order is issued relative to a facility, the order and any remedial activity 
conducted pursuant to the order may be admissible in a civil action pertaining to the facility or 
property adjacent to or allegedly impacted by the facility provided that the reviewing court in its 
discretion determines the order to be relevant and mere-prebativethan-prejudiciat the probative 


value _is not substantially outweighed by the danger of unfair prejudice. Admission of this 
evidence does not make the department a necessary party to the action. Remedial action 


performed in accordance with this part is intended to provide for the protection of the 
environmental life support system from degradation and to prevent unreasonable depletion and 
degradation of natural resources. 

(10) The department may take remedial action pursuant to subsection (1) at a site that is 
regulated under the federal Comprehensive Environmental Response, Compensation, and 
Liability Act of 1980, Public Law 96-510, if the department determines that remedial action is 
necessary to carry out the purposes of this part.

(1) The speaker of the house of representatives and president of the senate may hire, at 
any time, one personal staff under 2-18-104 for the purposes of serving as a special 
counsel. The speaker of the house of representatives and president of the senate must 
consent in writing to the appointment of the special counsel. 

(2) The special counsel serves at the pleasure of the speaker of the house of representatives 
and the president of the senate. The special counsel must be licensed to practice law in 
Montana. The special counsel may: 

(a) be appointed to investigate and examine state governmental activities and may examine 
and inspect all records, books, and files of any department, agency, commission, board, 
or institution of the state of Montana. A governmental agency must assist the special 
counsel in any activity conducted by the special counsel as provided in this section. 

(b) exercise the investigatory powers under chapter 5, part 1, of this title on behalf of a standing 
committee, select committee, or interim committee and any subcommittees of those 
committees; 

(c) if assigned to a legislative committee, hold hearings, administer oaths, issue subpoenas, 
compel the attendance of witnesses and the production of papers, books, accounts, 
documents, and testimony, and cause depositions of witnesses to be taken in the 
manner prescribed by law for taking depositions in civil actions in district court; 

(d) report to the speaker of the house of representatives and the president of the senate or any 
committee designated by the speaker of the house of representatives and the president 
of the senate, including but not limited to standing committees, select committees, or 
interim committees and any subcommittees of those committees. A special counsel that 
reports to a legislative committee must serve at the direction of the speaker of the house 
of representatives and president of the senate and not the assigned committee. 

(e) make recommendations for revisions of laws or rules for consideration by the legislature. 

(3) The speaker of the house of representatives and president of the senate may designate the 
attorney general or an employee of the attorney general to serve as the special counsel. 

(4) Costs for the special counsel must be paid: 

(a) by the department of justice if the special counsel is the attorney general or an employee of 
the attorney general as provided in subsection (3); 

(b) as directed by the speaker of the house of representatives or president of the senate, 
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including but not limited to using funding from interim committee operating funds. "

In its current form, the legislation requires the enhanced tracking and 
reporting of court placement recommendations, DOC placement decisions, rationale for 
differences between recommendations and placements, felony convictions of those on 
supervision, and reasons for probation revocations. 


SB 47 imposes retroactive data reporting requirements that the department cannot practicably 
meet given current limitations of the state's Offender Management Information Systems 
(OMIS). 


Furthermore, | believe DOC needs more time to comply with the provisions of SB 47, largely 
due to OMIS modifications that will allow this important information to be captured in the future. 
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My amendment ultimately promotes implementation of SB 47 by providing DOC with adequate 
time to revamp OMIS and eliminating unnecessary, burdensome reporting requirements that 
cannot be met in an efficient manner.

In accordance with the power vested in me as Governor by the Constitution and the laws of the 
State of Montana, | hereby return with amendments Senate Bill 98 "AN ACT REVISING THE 
CIRCUMSTANCES UNDER WHICH GRIZZLY BEARS MAY BE TAKEN BY LANDOWNERS 
TO PROTECT PERSONS OR LIVESTOCK; PROVIDING LEGISLATIVE FINDINGS; 
PROVIDING FOR AN ABSOLUTE DEFENSE; AMENDING SECTION 87-6-106, MCA; AND 
PROVIDING AN IMMEDIATE EFFECTIVE DATE AND AN APPLICABILITY DATE." 


This bill reflects the growing frustration of Montanans with the inability to manage grizzly bears 
in acommon sense manner. To anyone living along the Rocky Mountain Front and elsewhere 
in the state, it is clear that grizzly populations are fully recovered. This perception is supported 
by significant scientific research and data. In fact, under both President Obama and President 
Trump, the U.S. Department of the Interior concluded that grizzlies are fully recovered. Yeta 
court has refused to remove them from the endangered species list. 


Because of this reality, SB 98 allows landowners to take action to protect persons or livestock 
from a fully recovered species without the worry of prosecution. The State of Montana has the 
expertise and resources to ensure that grizzlies are managed in a sustainable way. The State 
of Montana can also protect the lives and livelihoods of the people that live in grizzly country, 
and that is what this legislation seeks to accomplish. 


My amendatory language makes clear that it is Montana law that reflects these realities and 
that while state law cannot preempt the federal Endangered Species Act, Montana is committed 
to a common sense approach on this issue insofar as its jurisdiction allows.

(6) In accordance with federal law or waivers of federal law that are granted by the secretary of 
the U.S. department of health and human services, the department may implement 
limited medicaid benefits, to be known as basic medicaid, for adult recipients who are 
eligible because they are receiving cash assistance, as defined in 53-4-201, as the 
specified caretaker relative of a dependent child and for all adult recipients of medical 
assistance only who are covered under a group related to a program providing cash 
assistance, as defined in 53-4-201. Basic medicaid benefits consist of all mandatory 
services listed in subsection (3) but may include those optional services listed in 
subsections (4)(a) through (4)(r) that the department in its discretion specifies by rule. 
The department, in exercising its discretion, may consider the amount of funds 
appropriated by the legislature, whether approval has been received, as provided in 53- 
1-612, and whether the provision of a particular service is commonly covered by private 
health insurance plans. However, a recipient who is pregnant, meets the criteria for 
disability provided in Title Il of the Social Security Act, 42 U.S.C. 416, et seq., or is less 
than 21 years of age is entitled to full medicaid coverage. 

(7) The department may implement, as provided for in Title XIX of the Social Security Act, 42 
U.S.C. 1396, et seq., as may be amended, a program under medicaid for payment of 
medicare premiums, deductibles, and coinsurance for persons not otherwise eligible for 
medicaid.

on House Bill 640 
Report No. 001, April 29, 2021 


Mr. President and Mr. Speaker: 
We, your Free Conference Committee met and considered House Bill 640 (reference copy -- 
salmon) and recommend this Free Conference Committee report be adopted. 


And, recommend that House Bill 640 (reference copy -- salmon) be amended as follows: 


1. Page 5. 

Following: line 4 

Insert: "COORDINATION SECTION. Section 3. Coordination instruction. If House Bill No. 701 
is passed and approved, then the section amending 16-12-111 in House Bill No. 701 is 
void and 16-12-111 must be amended as follows: 

"16-12-111. (Effective October 1, 2021) Marijuana eompensation-state special revenue 
account -- operating reserve -- transfer of excess funds. (1) There is a dedicated 
marijuana compensation state special revenue account within the state special revenue 
fund established in 17-2-102, to be administered by the department. 

(2) The account consists of: 

(a) money deposited into the account pursuant to this chapter; 

(b) the taxes collected pursuant to Title 15, chapter 64, part 1; 

(c) license and registered cardholder fees deposited into the account pursuant to this chapter; 


and 


(d) civil penalties collected under this chapter. 
(3) Except as provided in subsection (4), money in the account must be used by the department 
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for the purpose of administering the provisions of this chapter. 

(4) At the end of each fiscal year, the department shall transfer funds in excess of a 3-month 
operating reserve necessary to fund operating costs at the beginning of the next fiscal 
year in the following order: 

(a) 60% of the revenue calculated pursuant to subsection (5) to the marijuana revenue trust 


fund provided for in [the new section created by section 4]; 
b) 40% of the revenue calculated pursuant to subsection (5) to the marijuana local government 
distribution account provided for in [the new section created by section 5]; 

(c) an amount not to exceed $6 million must be transferred to the marijuana healing and ending 
addiction through recovery and treatment (HEART) fund account established in [section 
100]; and 

(d) the net balance remaining after the distributions made under subsections (4)(a) through 
(4)(c) must be distributed as follows: 

(i) 20% to the credit of the department of fish, wildlife, and parks to be used solely as funding 
for wildlife habitat in the same manner as funding generated under 87-1-242(3) and 
used pursuant to 87-1-209; 

(ii) 4% to the state park account established in 23-1-105(1); 

iii) 4% to the trails and recreational facilities account established in 23-2-108; 

(iv) 4% to the nongame wildlife account established in 87-5-121; 

(v) 3% or $200,000, whichever is less, to the veterans and surviving spouses state special 
revenue account provided for in [section 93]; 

(vi) for the biennium beginning July 1, 2021, $300,000 to the department of justice to administer 
grant funding to local and state law enforcement agencies for the purpose of purchasing 
and training drug-detection canines and canine handlers, including canines owned by 
local law enforcement agencies to replace canines who were trained to detect 
marijuana; 

(vii) $150,000 to the board of crime control to fund crisis intervention team training as provided 
in 44-7-110; and 

(viii) the remainder to the general fund. 

5) (a) At the end of fiscal years 2023, 2024, and 2025, the department of revenue shall 
determine the revenue to be distributed pursuant to subsections (4)(a) and (4)(b) by: 

(i) first subtracting the sales subject to the tax provided for in 15-64-102(1) in the previous 4 


quarters from the sales subject to the tax provided for in 15-64-102(1) in fiscal year 
2021; 








(ii) then dividing by the sales subject to the tax provided for in 15-64-102(2) in the 4 most 
recently completed quarters; and 

(iii) multiplying that percentage by 80% of the tax revenue collected under 15-64-102(2) in the 4 
most recently completed quarters. 

(b) For fiscal years 2026 and thereafter, the revenue to be distributed pursuant to subsections 
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Insert: "COORDINATION SECTION. Section 4. Coordination instruction. If House 
Bill No. 701 is passed and approved, then House Bill No. 701 must be amended to include the 
following section: 

"NEW SECTION. Marijuana revenue trust fund -- interest retention. (1) There is a 
marijuana revenue trust fund within the permanent fund type. The trust fund is subject to 
legislative transfer and appropriation as provided in this section. 

(2) Revenue is deposited in the trust fund pursuant to 16-12-111(4)(a). 

(3) The money must be used for purposes addressing the economic and social costs of 
marijuana cultivation, processing, and use as determined by the legislature. 
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(4) Interest and income earned on money in the trust fund must be retained within the 
trust fund except as provided in this section. If assets in the trust fund reach the following 
amounts, money may be appropriated by the legislature and used in the following amounts for 
the purposes specified in subsection (3): 

(a) When the fund balance reaches $20 million, 50% of the interest earned may be 
appropriated. 

(b) When the fund balance reaches $50 million, 60% of the interest earned may be 
appropriated. 

(c) When the fund balance reaches $100 million, 80% of the interest earned may be 
appropriated. 

(d) When the fund balance reaches $150 million, 90% of the interest earned may be 
appropriated. 

(5) Appropriation of the principal balance of the fund may be authorized by a two-thirds 
vote of the members of each house of the legislature. 

(6) Appropriations of the interest and principal balance must be for one-time-only 
expenditures." 

Insert: "COORDINATION SECTION. Section 5. Coordination instruction. If House Bill No. 701 
is passed and approved, then House Bill No. 701 must be amended to include the following 
section: 

"NEW SECTION. Marijuana local government distribution account. (1) There is a 
marijuana local government distribution account within the state special revenue fund 
established in 17-2-102, to be administered by the department. 

(2) (a) The revenue distributed to the account pursuant to 16-12-111(4)(b) must be 
deposited in the account. Subject to subsection (2)(b), the department shall allocate the funds 
to cities, towns, counties, and consolidated city-county governments in the same proportion and 
using the same ratios as provided for in 15-70-101(2)(b), (2)(c), and (3). 

(b) Cities, towns, counties, and consolidated city-county governments without adult-use 
dispensaries within their corporate boundaries may not receive distributions under this 
subsection (2). 

(3) Funds not distributed pursuant to this section because of the application of 
subsection (2)(b) must be transferred to the account provide for in [the new section created by 
section 4]."" 

Insert: "COORDINATION SECTION. Section 6. Coordination instruction. If House Bill No. 701 
is passed and approved, then [section 108] of House Bill No. 701 is void and must be replaced 
with the following: 

"NEW SECTION. Appropriations. (1) There is appropriated from the marijuana state 
special revenue account provided for in 16-12-111 to the department of revenue: 

(a) $6,930,492 for fiscal year 2022, which comprises 34 total FTE, of which 22 of the 34 
FTE represent positions transferred from the department of public health and human services 
to the department of revenue. 

(b) $4,136,011 for fiscal year 2022, which comprises 34 total FTE, of which 22 of the 34 
FTE represent positions transferred from the department of public health and human services 
to the department of revenue. 

(c) The appropriations described in subsections (1)(a) and (1)(b) must be used by the 
department of revenue for the operating costs it incurs when administering the provisions of 
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[this act]. 

(d) The appropriation provided for in this subsection (1) must be considered a part of the 
base budget for the 2025 biennium.

(ii) the amount distributed pursuant to 16-12-11 1(4)(d)(iii) but not to exceed $650,000 to 
the department of fish, wildlife, and parks from the trails and recreational facilities account 
established in 23-2-108; 

(iii) the amount distributed pursuant to 16-12-111(4)(d)(iv) but not to exceed $650,000 
to the department of fish, wildlife, and parks from the nongame wildlife account established in 
87-5-121; and 

(iv) $200,000 to the veterans' affairs division of the department of military affairs from 
the account provided for in [section 93]. 

(b) The following amounts are appropriated for the fiscal year 2023: 

(i) the amount distributed pursuant to 16-12-111(4)(b) but not to exceed $3,708,000 to 
the department of revenue from the marijuana local distribution account provided for in [new 
section created by section 5]; 

(ii) $5,412,000 from the marijuana state special revenue account provided for in 16-12- 
111 to the department of fish, wildlife, and parks to be used solely as funding for permanent 
easements and maintenance; 

(iii) $1,082,000 to the department of fish, wildlife, and parks from the state park account 
established in 23-1-105(1); 

(iv) $1,082,000 to the department of fish, wildlife, and parks from the trails and 
recreational facilities account established in 23-2-108; 

(v) $1,082,000 to the department of fish, wildlife, and parks from the nongame wildlife 
account established in 87-5-121; and 

(vi) $200,000 to the veterans' affairs division of the department of military affairs from 
the account provided for in [section 93]."" 

Insert: "COORDINATION SECTION. Section 7. Coordination instruction. If House Bill No. 701 
is passed and approved, then House Bill No. 701 must be amended to include the following 
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section: 

"NEW SECTION. Codification instruction. [New sections created by sections 4 and 5] 
are intended to be codified as an integral part of Title 16, chapter 12, part 1, and the provisions 
of Title 16, chapter 12, part 1, apply to [new sections created by sections 4 and 5].""

(1) The written certification provided by a 
physician must be made on a form prescribed by the department and signed and dated by the 
physician. The written certification must: 

(a) include the physician's name, license number, and office address and telephone 
number on file with the board of medical examiners and the physician's business e-mail 
address, if any; and 

(b) the name, date of birth, and debilitating medical condition of the patient for whom the 
physician is providing written certification. 

(2) A treating physician or referral physician who is providing written certification for a 
patient shall provide a statement initialed by the physician that must: 

(a) confirm that the physician is: 

(i) the patient's treating physician and that the patient has been under the physician's 
ongoing medical care as part of a bona fide professional relationship with the patient; or 

(ii) the patient's referral physician; 

(b) confirm that the patient suffers from a debilitating medical condition; 

(c) describe the debilitating medical condition, why the condition is debilitating, and the 
extent to which it is debilitating; 

(d) if the debilitating medical condition is severe chronic pain, confirm that the physician 
is board-certified in pain medicine; 

(e) confirm that the physician has assumed primary responsibility for providing 
management and routine care of the patient's debilitating medical condition after obtaining a 
comprehensive medical history and conducting a physical examination, whether in person or, in 
accordance with subsection (4), through the use of telemedicine, that included a personal 
review of any medical records maintained by other physicians and that may have included the 
patient's reaction and response to conventional medical therapies; 

(f) describe the medications, procedures, and other medical options used to treat the 
condition; 

(g) confirm that the physician has reviewed all prescription and nonprescription 
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medications and supplements used by the patient and has considered the potential drug 
interaction with marijuana; 

(h) state that the physician has a reasonable degree of certainty that the patient's 
debilitating medical condition would be alleviated by the use of marijuana and that, as a result, 
the patient would be likely to benefit from the use of marijuana; 

(i) confirm that the physician has explained the potential risks and benefits of the use of 
marijuana to the patient; 

(j) list restrictions on the patient's activities due to the use of marijuana; 

(k) specify the time period for which the use of marijuana would be appropriate, up to a 
maximum of 1 year; 

(I) state that the physician will: 

(i) continue to serve as the patient's treating physician or referral physician; and 

(ii) monitor the patient's response to the use of marijuana and evaluate the efficacy of 
the treatment; and 

(m) contain an attestation that the information provided in the written certification and 
accompanying statements is true and correct. 

(3) A physician who is the second physician recommending marijuana for use by a 
minor shall submit: 

(a) a statement initialed by the physician that the physician conducted a comprehensive 
review of the minor's medical records as maintained by the treating physician or referral 
physician; 

(b) a statement that in the physician's professional opinion, the potential benefits of the 
use of marijuana would likely outweigh the health risks for the minor; and 

(c) an attestation that the information provided in the written certification and 
accompanying statements is true and correct. 

(4) A physician who is providing written certification through the use of telemedicine: 

(a) shall comply with the administrative rules adopted for telemedicine by the board of 
medical examiners provided for in 2-15-1731; and 

(b) may not use an audio-only visit unless the physician has first established a 
physician-patient relationship through an in-person encounter. 

(5) If the written certification states that marijuana should be used for less than 1 year, 
the department shall issue a registry identification card that is valid for the period specified in 
the written certification.""
